In inviting “comparison of the business and indus- 
trial methods in practice at the arsenals with those of 
the best conducted private establishments,” Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in his an- 
nual report calls sharply to account those writers in the 
daily press, and even, unfortunately, in government pub- 
lications, who in the last year have laid stress upon the 
alleged fact that very little is. known about the actual 
cost of articles produced in the industrial operations of 
the Government and that millions of dollars might be 
saved annually by businesslike efficiency. The Ordnance 
Department has not been specifically included in these 
innuendoes, but neither has it been specifically excluded, 
and consequently it shares in the general charge of loose- 
ness of administration. ‘So far as this department is 
concerned,” says General Crozier, “the charge of loose- 
ness is not founded on fact. In the actual methods of 
manufacture, as distinguished from cost keeping and 
money accountability, the department has been abreast 
of the best manufacturing establishments of the country 
doing the same class of work.’ For many years special 
attention has been given by the department to the system 
of accountability under which its funds are expended 
and to the insurance that only the amount allotted for 
each particular manufacture shall be expended upon the 
object for which the allotment is made. “A detailed and 
comprehensive system of keeping track of the labor cost 
of all work done and of the material used is, and has 
been, in practice,” the report says, “and the results are 
accurate and reliable. In addition, in all statements of 
costs, and in its price: lists issued for the use of the 
Service, there have been included those overhead charges 
and administrative expenses, such as interest on the value 
of the plant, depreciation, payment of officers and en- 
listed men, ete., which private manufacturers must take 
into account and which it has been rather the fashion to 
assert that the Government takes no notice of. The de- 
partment has employed to a large extent the piecework 
system of compensation, and the salaries paid for clerical 
and other assistance have not been high; while the 
wages of the workmen have been based upon the scale 
in vogue in the vicinity of the arsenal where the men 
are employed.” In reducing the cost of the automatic 
machine rifle, caliber .30,.model 1909, at the Springfield 
Armory there was no reduction of the workmen's wage. 
A clerical error in our summary of the report made it 
appear that there had been a reduction. In his 1909 re- 
port General Crozier made comparisons in the cost of 
field pieces as furnished by the Government and by pri- 
vate contract. The three-inch field gun, for example, 
cost $1,276.90 at the arsenal and $2,020.80 under con- 
tract, and the three-inch gun carriage, model 1902, 
$2,156.66 and $3,298.82, respectively. None will disagree 
with the Chief of Ordnance when he says that the gen- 
eral charge of business inefficiency “cannot be otherwise 
than discouraging to the skilful and conscientious officers 
in command of its various manufacturing establishments 
and their assistants who have been successful in seeing 
that the Government has had a suitable return from the 
funds confided to their charge.” However, consideration 
of the discouragement they may bring to painstaking, 
earnest and enthusiastic officers of the Services too often 
cuts only a,small figure in the minds of the careless 
critics of officials of the Army and Navy.

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The necessity of legislation for giving the Signal Corps 
of our Army a proper organization has been made plainer 
than ever by the results of: the international aviation 
tournament held at New York Oct, 22-80. There most 
of the principal events were carried off by aeroplanes of 
foreign manufacture, especially the Blériot monoplane 





type. There is little doubt that the Blériot and 
Antoinette monoplanes caught the popular fancy on ac- 
count of their simplicity and resemblance to birds. How 
much of this superiority of the moment of foreign makes 
is due to government aid given to military flying can only 
be guessed at, but such official stimulus cannot have been 
small. If, as General Allen, C.S.O., suggests, there were 
twenty aeroplanes in the service of the United States 
giving experimental flights throughout the country and at 
joint camps of instruction there would necessarily be 
developed a public interest in aviation which would make 
for greater progress in that field of experimentation than 
has so far marked “aerialism” in this country. Those 
acquainted with the subject say that much, if not most, 
of the European interest in flying during and since the 
Wrights’ initial flights at Pau, France, was awakened 
by the immediate sympathy with their efforts which was 
manifested by the government of France and, later, by 
the war offices of other Powers. The promptness with 
which foreign governments act is shown by the fact that 
a few days after the French dirigible Clément-Bayard II. 
flew from Paris to London on Oct, 16 it was purchased 
by the British government. M, Clément received $62,500 
from the War Office. In the face of all this we have 
seen nothing but Congressional indifference to the appeals 
of the Chief Signal Officer for an adequate appropriation 
and for an increase in the personnel of that arm. The 
other day Grahame-White, the British aviator, flew 
around the Washington Monument and alighted in the 
little street between the State, War and Navy Building 
and the White House. The daring and success of this 
feat electrified a large part of the Capital and many of 
the officials in the big department building. All this was 
very interesting, but Congress was not in session. What 
General Allen should do is to get Grahame-White, 
Latham, Le Blane or some other foreign aviator to make 
circles around the Indian on top of the Capitol and then 
alight on the plaza in front of the Halls of Congress. 
Then perhaps the honorable members would wake up to 
the importance of giving this country proper aerial 
equipment. 





Naval as well as commercial interests will find much 
cause for congratulation in the completion of the coast 
canal to eonnect the Atlantic Ocean through Beaufort 
Inlet with Pamlico Sound, in North Carolina, constitut- 
ing an important link in the chain of waterways from 
Boston to Florida. The channel, which is scheduled to 
be formally opened on Noy. 14, will be ten feet deep and 
nine miles long, with a width varying from ninety to 
three hundred feet.. It will shorten the distance from 
Beaufort to Newbern by 160 miles. The entire scheme, 
of which this canal would be an important part, looks to 
making an interior waterway practicable from Boston to 
Florida. Estimates of the cost of such a waterway 
available at all times for naval vessels have placed 
it at nearly seventy-eight million dollars. In our 
issue of Oct. 22 we noted the desire of the Engineer 
officers of the Army for an expression of opinion from 
cemmercial and other interests whether a.lock or a sea 
level type is the better for such a canal. The estimate 
for an interior waterway from the Battery, New York 
city, to the wharves at Philadelphia is $38,725,000. A 
more puzzling project for the Army Engineers than this 
is the Takes-to-the-Gulf waterway, to which reference 
was made in the same issue. There are powerful in- 
terests for and against such a canal. While the depth 
of the canal connecting Beaufort with Pamlico Sound is 
only ten feet, the engineering works are so built as to 
permit of enlargement. In the digging of this canal, so 
a report in the Baltimore Evening Sun says, stumps of 
trees were found six feet beneath the surface of the earth. 
bearing indications of having been cut by edged tools, 
giving rise to the belief that in bygone days the land 
was high and dry, the possible habitat of a paleolithic 
race perhaps destroyed by submergence of the coastal 
region. ‘The cost of the Beaufort channel is about half 
a million dollars. 
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Secretary of War Dickinson, as he reads the Oriental 
newspapers after his return from his world trip, is doubt- 
less surprised to see what a stir he caused in the Orient 
hy his visit to Pekin. Newspapers printed in English 
in that city and in Tokio, Japan, attributed to his journey 
to the Chinese capital an effort to bring about a rap- 
prochement between China and the United States. The 
Niroku, of Tokio, printed a despatch from Pekin purport- 
ing to be from an inspired source, which said: “Un- 
doubtedly the American Secretary's visit to Pekin was 
in line with the recent American policy of ‘dollar di- 
plomacy’ and was intended to assist certain American 
business syndicates which are reported to be trying to 
finance a great loan to China. But it must be remem- 
bered that no war secretary, even from America, would 
he entrusted with a diplomatic mission so delicate as 
that.” One of the most important social affairs which 
Mr. Dickinson attended in Pekin was the banquet given 
in his honor by an association of Chinese who had once 
been students ta America. Here Dr. Y. C. Chang, in his 
address of welcome, said: “It is generally recegnized 
that Secretary Dickinson is the biggest man in the Ameri- 
ean Cabinet and exercises no small influence in the di- 
rection of America’s foreign policy. With the new ex- 
perience and first hand knowledge acquired by him 
during the present trip he «will be able to assume even 
a more prominent part in counseling the American Goy- 
ernment as to its policy in the Far East.” All sorts of 
rumors followed this dinner. One native paper is pro- 


fessing to have information that an alliance between Ger- 
many, China and the United States was being discussed 
in Pekin. 





At the election in South Dakota on Nov. 8 the new 
Militia law was yoted on. This bill was proposed by 
the War Department in a circular under date of October, 
1903. It was modified to suit local conditions and passed 
the state Legislature with only one dissenting vote. The 
Socialists and labor unions of the Blacks Hills invoked 
the referendum, and filed a petition to have it referred 
back to the people containing the names of five per cent. 
of the voters of the state. ‘The result is that it was an 
issue in the present campaign, made so by orators and 
newspapers opposed to the present administration. There 
has been ne real objection pointed out, but it gave 
the campaign speakers something to talk about. High 
Militia officers some days before the election thought the 
bili would fail, for the reason that with several other 
amendments and laws, including the county option law, 
there was a strong organization in the state that took 
up the slogan of “‘vote no” on all amendments. This 
shows what can be done by the referendum in recalling 
and tying up good legislation under the influence of noisy 
demagogues, The sample ballet of the amendments and 
laws alone to be yoted on in South Dakota made a sheet 
seventy-seven inches in length and ten inches in width. 
Three-quarters of this huge blanket sheet was taken up 
with the terms of the Militia bill. The voters of South 
Dakota would have to be a very intelligent body of men 
to be able to determine from so unwieldy a ballot the 
way they ought to vote, if samples of it were not sent 
to the voters before election, so that they could read up 
on the questions involved. :

The letter of Brig. Gen. J. P. Farley, U.S.A., retired, 
in our issue of Nov. 5, page 261, on the use of smokeless 
powder by the American Army in the Spanish War, 1s a 
valuable contribution to the literature dealing with the 
ordnance supplies of that period. The effect of public 
pressure ignorantly exerted is clearly shown in his demon- 
stration of the uselessness of the attempt to provide 
smokeless cartridges for the old .45 Springfield rifle. 
The General's belief that the Springfield did well in that 
campaign, and that if it had been in general use instead 
of the Krag its screen of smoke would have saved many 
American lives, does not agree with the opinion of Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, of the Rough Riders, formed on the 
ground, for he requested that his men be selected for the 
Porto Rico expedition because “one of his men was worth 
many other volunteers armed as the latter were with 
the archaic Springfield.” The inability of the old arm to 
stand the bursting charge required for an effective smoke- 
less powder was well understood by the Ordnance De- 
partment, and General Farley tells how, as the com- 
manding officer of the Frankford Arsenal, he vetoed the 
proposition to convert the old Springfield into a smoke- 
less weapon.

As a result of a conference of the navy yard general 
storekeepers in New York last week a report will be 
made on the proposal to change the methods of purchas- 
ing supplies. Paymaster General Cowie is of the opinion 
that a more systematic effort should be made to take 
advantage of the market, and, has asked the general 
storekeepers to make suggestions as to the details of 
such a plan. Before the work is completed the Pay- 
master General expects to inaugurate a number of re- 
forms, which will amount to the organization of a pur- 
chasing system like that maintained by the large 
commercial institutions. The general storekeepers while 
in session also discussed methods of reducing the stock of 
stores on hand in the Navy to the lowest working limit. 
Steps were taken by which storekeepers will put into 
effect a plan for the exchange of stores. For instance, 
when there is a shortage of any article at one station the 
storekeeper will make an effort to secure it from some 
other yard or station. By this arrangement it is thought 
that the stock on hand can be greatly reduced.

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As announced in the official orders, Pay Inspr. 8S. L. 
Heap, U.S.N., will take charge of the new central allot- 
ment office in Washington and will report for duty on 
Dec. 1. In the mean time arrangements are being made 
for the transfer of the clerks who have been working on 
allotments in the New York, Boston and other Navy pay 
stations to Washington, where an office will. be opened 
in the Union Trust Building. All allotments will be both 
registered and paid from the central office. As a conse- 
quence, much of the work that is now being done in the 
oflice of the Auditor for the Navy Department will be 
taken care of in this new allotment office. The change, 
in addition to simplifying the handling of allotments by 
doing it all from one office, will relieve the Auditor for 
the Navy Department, and thus make it possible for him 
to catch up on a number of back claims that have been 
pending for some time.

We would invite the attention of the parents of the 
country to the remark made by Mr. Harlowe, a member 
of the School Board of Milwaukee, Wis., during the 
debate on the request that one of the school halls be 
granted for an illustrated lecture on life in the Navy. 
“The discipline in the Navy is fine,” said Mr. Harlowe, 
“and the life on board ship is good, with fewer tempta- 
tions than there are right here in Milwaukee.” Mr. 
Harlowe is a new member of the board, but if he ap- 
proaches all other public questions in the same broad 
spirit and with so intelligent a way of getting at the root 
of a subject he should make his mark as an educational 
force in Milwaukee. The laments which are often heard 
coming from ill informed persons, to the effect that young 
men going into the Navy will be thrown among “such 
terrible temptations,” ete., etc., are effectually disposed of 
by the suggestion of Mr. Harlowe that right around the 
corner from such frightened parents may be found lurking 
far more dangerous allurements and enticements than 
ean be found in the Navy, with none of the disciplinary 
restraints and safeguards that are thrown around young 
men in the naval service. Mr. Harlowe’s pertinent re- 
mark probably had not a little to do in having the request 
granted by the full School Board after Socialist members 
had voted against it in committee, as told in our issue of 
Nov. 5. The final vote of the board was nine to three 
in favor of the request, the negative votes being cast by 
Socialists. A letter was read to tke board from Lieut. 
James H. Comfort, U.S.N.. in charge of the recruiting 
station at Chicago, explaining that a wrong impression 
had got abroad about the lecture and the pictures and 
that the lecture was not to be given before children, but 
hefore parents, to correct erroneous opinions that had 
been gained about the Navy. It had been delivered in 
Chicago, and no child unaccompanied by parents was 
allowed to attend. The pictures were of aetual scenes 
taken on shipboard. One of the sentiments evoked by 
the storm of criticism aroused by the committee's refusal 
to allow the lecture to be given in the school hall was 
that of Civil Court Judge Richard Elsner. Social Dem- 
ocrat, who is quoted in the Free Press. of Milwaukee, as 
defending the action of the “anti-Navy” men in the com- 
mittee in these words: “As long as we have armies and 
navies we cannot claim to be a Christian country, and 
it is impossible to obey the saying, ‘Love thy neighbor as 
thyself.” The capitalistic class encourages wars, and the 
Socialistic Gass encourages peace and love of your 
fellow-men.” 'This sounds strange coming from the repre- 
sentative of a schcol of political economy that uses the 
strike and the violence accompanying it to enforce de- 
mands for higher wages. How can Judge Elsner’s fellow- 
Socialists love their neighbors as themselves when they 
are ready to go on strike if conditions do not please them, 
and plunge not only individuals but whole communities 
into distress through industrial paralysis, and bring about 
conditions often so closely paralleling civil war that the 
military has to be called out to restore order?

The Milwaukee Sentinel did good work for sane and 
rational government in the course of the discussion by 
pointing out the true trend of Socialism, which, as it 
well says, is often sharply forced upon those who do not 
understand its true purpose and its ultimate aim. Perhaps 
the outburst of indignation which followed the attempt 
to prevent the lecture may turn out to be one of the 
strongest influences to bring Milwaukee back into the 
class of properly governed American cities. The most 
conspicuous opponent of the proposal to hold the Navy 
lecture was the woman Socialist member of the School 
Board, whose husband. V. Berger, has been elected to 
Congress. She published a defense of her position in the 
local press, in which appeared all the illogical and heart- 
throb platitudes for which a woman crusader is peculiar. 

ere were frequent references to the “hell-like character 
of war,” the “drudgery of the Service’ and the menace 
to the youth of the land. Such appeals are potent: with 
weak natures and half-baked intellects like the hysterical 
editorials of a certain New York newspaper, which may 
be said to have 100-tear power per line among those who 
would rather sob than think. Of course, this is to be 
said of persons taking such a stand as that of the 
Socialist members of the Milwaukee School Board, that 
they have not correct knowledge of the subject of which 
they profess to know a great deal. Muddled and com- 
pletely in error as to their economic principles, it is not 
to be expected they would spend much time acquainting 
themselves with the facts about life in the Navy. How 
refreshing it is to turn from such manifestations of 
colossal ignorance as those which have recently added to 
the disgrace of Milwaukee to a tribute to the life of the 
enlisted man in the Navy. like the following, taken from 
the Buffalo News of Oct. 28: “It is understood that very 
fine advantages are offered to cadets—men who hold 
commissions in the Navy, but it has not been understood, 
and probably is not now well understood, that the advan- 
tages for the enlisted men are such as in civil life are 
procured only at very large exnense of money, while in 
the Navy they are furnished without charge to the men 
who are under the colors.”

Officers of the Subsistence and Quartermaster De- 
partments will be greatly interested in the following 
remarks by Lieut. Col. F. N. Maude of the British army 
on provisioning troops, taken from his book, ‘““The Evolu- 
tion of Modern Strategy from the 18th Century to the 
Present Time:” “It is almost a commonplace in modern 
continental works. dealing with the conduct of the 
monster armies of the day. and particularly in German 
ones, to find the food supply of the men treated as the 
limiting condition—indeed, the almost insuperable one, 
but I confess I cannot share this view. Thanks to the 
progress of scientific investigation, the art of the preserva- 
tion of foods in a raw state, reduced in bulk and weight 
by desiccation, has reached such a pitch that the ques- 
tion no longer possesses any practical difficulty. I have 
myself seen and practically lived on rations of mixed 
meat and vegetables, of which eight days’ supply weighs 
only one pound, so that a single mule would carry. 
pack-saddle included. a day’s rations for a war-strength 
battalion, or a single lorry, loading up two tons, and 
eanable of moving forty miles on a decent road in 
eight hours, about 32.000 rations, or enough for a 
eavalry division of 2,000 sabers for nearly a fortnight: 
and therefore anticipate but little trouble on that par- 
ticular head. But even setting this on one side. and 
considering the problem solely on the basis of existing 
data, I cannot help thinking that even if the armies of 
the present day, which may be put in on one field, have 
grown to be almost ten times as numerous as those in 
Napoleon’s time, the means of distribution, including 


roads, and conveying orders and instruction, i. e., the 
telegraph, telephone, etc., have increased their efficiency 
in even greater proportion.”

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One commissary officer of high rank and wide ex- 
perience sarcastically writes us that this view of Colonel 
Maude affords him great relief, “as a possible means of 
overcoming an almost insuperable obstacle with regard 
to the supply of troops in the field, but in a still more 
personal way of showing how we are going to meet 
this problem which we hear so much about, of the in- 
creased cost of living. ‘The writer of this book has 
evidently in some way developed himself so that he can 
live on two ounces of food a day, one pound for eight 
days. That is solving the problem of transportation in 
the field and the high cost of living at the same time. 
Most of us can stand buying any article of food even 
at the current market prices if we only require two 
ounces a day, unless we are like the Roman soldier 
whose admiring friend gave him a diet of liquid pearls; 
but then, I am afraid, we would have some very serious 
remarks to make about the high cost of living of that 
two ounces, or if we had to subsist on that diet, we would 
even object if our system were so changed that we only 
required two karats per diem.” Milo Hasting in Physical 
Culture, the health food magazine, has a glowing ac- 
count of the “efforts of Lieut. Sherwood (Sherrard?) 
Coleman, Troop G. 9th U. S. Cavalry toward giving his 
men a more palatable bill of fare.’ We are told that 
“instead of the sickening routine of beef, bread, pork 
and potatoes, the lieutenant provided a varied bill of 
fare.” All this was done in the month of March, when 
fresh fruits and vegetables were most scarce, and the 
double task of quality and economy was hardest to achieve. 
Lieutenant Coleman drew _ seventy-six dollars’ worth 
of supplies from his $126 allotment. In addition to the 
fifty dollars saving there, he made a saving of fifty dol- 
lars at the bakery also. This saving, we are informed, 
was mostly spent in fruits, vegetables and dairy products. 
Here is a sample menu prepared by Lieut. Coleman: 
Monday—breakfast : steamed rice with sugar and cream, 
Irish stew, stewed prunes, toast. coffee, bread; Dinner: 
cream of tomato soup, roast ribs of beef, with brown 
gravy, mashed potatoes, pickles, lima beans, onions, 
bread, steam pudding, lemon sauce; Supper: Chili stew, 
butter, hard rolls, baked potatoes. syrup. apple sauce 
and tea. The attempt of the health food faddist to con- 
nect the high morbidity rate in the American troops 
with the Army ration is ridiculous in the light of what 
has been learned of the power of typhoid carriers to 
spread disease and of the danger of the infecting fly and 
mosquito.

The TIondon Engineer should remember that it is 
unsafe these days to make predictions about airships. 
Even so excellent a military expert as Col. Arthur L. 
Wagner was misled as to the possibilities of air craft. 
In his book on the Santiago campaign, published two 
years ago, he referred bitterly to the balloon used at the 
battle of San Juan in 1898, and said that was probably 
the last time a balloon would be used in war. So while 
the Engineer is denouncing the money spent on dirigibles 
as a useless waste, the hard-headed British War Office 
pays more than $69,000 for the Clément-Bayard dirigible 
which on Oct. 16 took seven passengers from Paris to 
London, without a stop. covering the 269 miles with 
great steadiness and breaking all train and boat records 
between the two capitals. So well was it under control 
that it landed at the exact spot selected for its landing 
place. Its average speed was forty-one miles an hour. 
It had fuel for seven hundred miles, and the nvilot said 
it could easily have gone that distance. The Engineer's 
comments, which were called out bv the fiasco of the 
Wellman party in its attempt to “balloon” across the 
Atlantic, were as follows: “It is high time that the waste 
of money on airshins was given up. Many months ago. 
when cne of the Zeppelirs made its first sensational 
voyage. we foretold its ultimate failure. Zeppelin after 
Zenpelin has met with disaster, till not one is left. The 
flying machine has accomplished what the balloon can 
never do.” If the Engineer will turn to page 26 of the 
last annual report of the C.S.0. of our Armv it will 
find that General Allen says of the Zeppelin. Gross and 
Parseval types of dirigibles that “thev have been developed 
at the present moment to a very high state of efficiency, 
marked imrrovement having been noted in the last year 
in speed, reliability and radius of action.” These improve- 
ments certainly do not indicate any retrogression on the 
nart of the dirigible. Again, General Allen savs: “Such 
has been the progress in the construction and perform- 
ance of these ships during the past six years that airshin 
maneuvers are now conducted on an extensive scale and 
military evolutions of various kinds are carried out 
similar to fleet maneuvers by naval vessels at sea.” At 
the close of the last fiscal year Germanv had fourteen 
military dirigibles and five aeroplanes. while France had 
seven military dirigibles and twenty-nine planes.

The Buffalo (N.Y.) Evening News says: “The Army 
AND NAvy JoURNAL makes a very strong defense of the 
enlisted men of the Navy in answer to criticism contained 
in articles which have appeared of late in certain weekly 
and monthly publications. The main point of the reply 
of the Jocrnat is that charges of ignorance and in- 
capacity, even to the simplest degree, made against the 
personnel of the Navy are baseless, and it certainly 
makes a very strong case on its side of the question. 
The criticism Jeveled at the Department has been made 
by those who have apparently not read the regulations. 
for among other things it is provided by law that anpli- 
eants for enlisted men in the Navy must be American 
citizens. native or naturalized, and must be able to read 
and write English. A man cannot enter the Navy who 
eannot write his name. It is a just retort. then, that 
the assertion of men entering the Navy only bv cross 
signature was a deliherate falsehood or the product of 
hopeless ignorance. The rehearsal by the Journar of 
the advantages offered enlisted men in the Navy is a 
most impressive one, for there is the electrical school. 
the yeoman school, the musician school, the Hospital 
Corps training school, the artificer’s school, the seaman 
gunner’s school, the machinist school, and, even before a 
sailor goes on board ship, there is the school for training 
seamen. where he learns a thousand and one things to 
make him water wise, in addition to special knowledge 
of the special schools. The showing in behalf of the 
advantages of the Navy as a sort of universitv afloat. a 
pleasure for the man who has any good qualities in him, 
is one that should lead the country at large to have a 
new pride jn the Navy Department of the Government,

The value of the “point of view” is strikingly, if not 
amusingly, shown by comments on the recent British 
army maneuvers by French and German observers. The 
latter criticized, the former praised. The German critic 
is Coil. R. Giidke, who attended the September maneuvers. 
Colonel Giidke, in a formal article, asserts that the 
British army may be excellent for Colonial and Asiatic 
warfare, owing to the men’s great moral qualities of 
coolness and daring, but their commanders have no idea 
of handling troops in masses, and the army, instead of 
being organized as a whole and welded together for the 
work of war, is an aggregation of single battalions. 
There is no co-operation between the firing and attacking 
lines and the supports and reserves. Each battalion fights 
for itself, without considering what is going on to the 
right or left of it. “Most astounding of all,’’ adds Colonel 
Giidke, “were the decisions of the umpires. These were 
so glaringly irreconcilable with what must have happened 
in accordance with the real position of events, and were 
so flatly in defiance of all possibilities of war, that 
thoroughly unsound tactical theories must be ascribed to 
the British generals.” According to French views, the 
troops of all arms were excellent, and the commanding 
officers, Generals French, Paget, Smith-Dorrien, Douglas 
and Plumer, are spoken of by at least one critic as 
“ripened in actual war and penetrated with a sense of 
the importance of their mission.” According to another 
French observer, the British officer has gained greatly in 
efficiency sirice the Boer war. Young men no longer 
enter the army for social position or companionship, or 
out of vanity or mere love of adventure. They are devot- 
ing themselves in a large degree to professional study, 
and they are even sacrificing their leisure to train their 
men themselves, instead of leaving the drills to the cor- 
porals and sergeants. 
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Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber, U.S.N., who on Nov. 1, 
at San Francisco, Cal., was relieved as commander-in- 
chief of the Pacific Fleet by Rear Admiral Edward B. 
Barry, received marked honors from his fellow-officers. 
They presented the retiring chief with a beautiful silk 
rear admiral’s flag and they manned the oars of the 
racing cutter in which he was rowed ashore. Six cap- 
tains of the fleet served as sideboys. Promptly at ten 
o’clock Admiral Harber on the cruiser California read 
the orders detaching him from the Pacific Fleet, and as 
he finished his two-starred flag was hauled down to the 
salute of thirteen guns. Admiral Barry, who was on 
board the California, in turn read his orders making him 
commander-in-chief, and when he had read down to the 
name of the Acting Secretary of the Navy, who signed 
the orders, the new commander’s flag was broken out at 
the masthead of the West Virginia, which is to be the 
flagship of the fleet. The West Virginia saluted the new 
flag, and then the whole fleet saluted. Admiral Barry 
left the California and went aboard his own flagship. The 
racing cutter was brought to the starboard gangway, and 
in this, with junior and senior officers as oarsmen, the 
retiring Admiral was rowed ashore. The band played 
“Auld Lang Syne” as Admiral Harber went over the side. 
the crew giving him a cheer. : 








The student officers of the class of 1910 at the Coast 
Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Va., held their battle 
command service practice on July 21 last. In this prac- 
tice five heavy gun batteries were in action at the same 
time, namely, two 12-inch batteries, two 10-inch batteries 
and one G-inch battery. The total number of shots from 
all guns was forty-three. The total number of hits was 
thirty-four, and the time from the command ‘commence 
firing” to the last shot was two minutes and thirty 
seconds. The range to the target, which was a moving 
material target thirty feet high by sixty feet long, was 
about 6,000 vards, or nearly three and a half miles from 
the fortifications. Considering the battle command as a 
whole the percentage of hits was seventy-nine. Two 
targets were fired on, and one of them was practically 
destroyed. Considering the time, the number of shots 
fired, the range, the size of the targets and the number of 
hits made, this is the most efficient battle command prac- 
tice that has yet been held in the Coast Artillery service.

“Killed, 3,804; injured, 82,374’—this is the casualty 
record of the railroads in the United States during the 
year ended. June 30 last, according to the report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission issued Nov. 1. It 
is an increase of 1,013 in the number killed and 18,454 
in the number injured over the previous figures. For 
the ten months that ended Oct. 31 the total number of 
killed and injured in street accidents in New York, ac- 
cording to the records of the National Highways Protec- 
tive Society, was: Killed. 138: injured. 811. Of fatal 
automohile accidents in Manhattan for that period there 
were thirty-seven, six less than for the same period in 
1909. Due to trolley accidents during the same period 
there were thirty-two killed and 212 injured. Such are 
the horrors of peace. Compare this record with that of 
casualties in war during the same period. The number 
of casualties on our railroads during the forty-five years 
since the Civil War exceeds the total number of Northern 
soldiers engaged in that war, large as it was.

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AFTERTHOUGHTS OF ATASCADERO CAMP. 


The lessons of the encampment of the Organized Mili- 
tia of California at Atascadero have been many. Now 


- that the encampment has come to its end, and the military 


observers among the state’s forces have had an oppor- 
tunity to digest the problems that were there worked out 
and the maneuvers that were undertaken, it has been 
more and more impressed upon them that the chief labor 
that now lies ahead of the National Guard is to form 
such close co-operation between the enlisted man and 
employer that future encampments will witness almost 
complete attendance of the entire forces of the state’s 
Militia. 

Tur ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has published many 
good articles on this subject, with special reference to 
California, all of which have been republished throughout 
the state papers with good influence. The Guardsmen 
took cheer and are laboring to overcome this fault. It 
is only now that they can appreciate the foresight of 
this paper. The work of the state troops was without 
criticism. Their hours were so much longer than those 
of the Regular forces, and they persevered so earnestly, 
that they excited the admiration of the entire camp. 
The one misfortune was the lack of attendance. Brig. 
Gen, 'Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., camp. commander, and 
Inspr. Gen. Thomas H. Wilhelm, California Militia, no 
longer feel a concern for state patriotism and enthusi- 
asm, but are now considering a means by which greater 
attendance can be obtained. 

The Atascadero camp showed less than sixty per cent. 
of the enrolment of the state soldiers. Inspector Gen- 
eral Wilhelm, whose many years’ service in the Regular 
Army has qualified him to speak with authority on such 
matters, has made some very pertinent observations: 
“T realize that much is to be said on both sides of the 
question, but it does appear that some method can be 
devised whereby full co-operation can be had between 
employer and employed, so that the Atascadero maneuvers 
may become in fact what they are expected to be in 
theory—an exact exemplification of the efficiency and 
status of the National Guard of the state.” 

Naturally the employer wants the services ‘of his em- 
ployees during the busy parts of the season, and no one 
can blame him for it. His attitude does not question his 
patriotism in the least. Should war ensue, he would be 
the first to tell his men to shoulder their guns and go to 
the front, and that their positions would be waiting for 
them on their return. The fault lies, perhaps, in thd 
inability to see that war must be prepared for in time 
of peace, and that it is an absolute essential to the 
efficiency of the troops. that they have the drilling and 
instruction that can only he given in the big camps. 
Without a full attendance the officers are handicapped. 

The Atascadero maneuvers are wholly fundamental 
so far as they affected the Guard, and the troops of Cali- 
fornia can never be equipped to take part in such great 
military movements as occur vearly at Camp Perry and 
other places in the United States until they have had 
rudimentary education that is a necessary foundation for 
their higher instruction. War is a science, and must be 
taught as such. Perhaps it might be well to change the 
date of the maneuvers. California climate is ideal at all 
times for outdoor camps. and surely a season of less com- 
mercial importance could be taken for troop training. 1 
believe the employers would gladly co-operate with the 
yuard if thev could do so without material injury to their 
business. The matter is much more important than the 
people at large believe. With the exception of this, the 
encampment held at Atascadero was probably the most 
successful ever held in the state and produced an im- 
mense amount of good, even with the handicap.

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ITALIAN FARTHQUAKE RELIEF WORK. 


“American House Building Work in Messina and 
Reggio,” by Lieut. Comdr. Reginald Rowan Belknap, 
U.S.N., Naval Attaché at Berlin, published by G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, gives a description of the work done by 
the American Relief Expedition that is altogether in- 
teresting. It is intelligently illustrated, a fact which 
means much in these days when too many books are 
overloaded with photographs. The part contributed by 
the United States in the task of reconstructing a region 
desolated by earthquake and fire is recounted by the offi- 
cer who headed the expedition, and who had to face very 
unusual conditions and solve very difficult problems. The 
success that attended his efforts and those of the men 
associated with him is a testimonial to the efficiency of 
the methods he employed to meet the extraordinary 
situation. Some idea of the work done by the expedition 
under Lieutenant Commander Belknap may be formed 
from the fact that the American party alone erected 
1,900 dwelling houses, a hotel building, a church, a 
monastery, a laboratory and two schools, a collection that 
out West would make a respectable young city, large 
enough to have a municipal scandal. In addition, the 
party furnished the material for the building of 1,000 
dwelling houses of a similar type in Palmi, Ali, Messina 
and vicinity. ‘The work was done at the rate of fifteen 
cottages built for every day the American party spent 
there, including Sundays, holy days and days of rain. 
The dedication of the book is to “my devoted colleague 
of the Reval Italian Navy, Tenente di Vascello Cavalieri 
Alfredo Srofferio.” The uniqueness of the task which 
confronted the expedition was early impressed upon the 
members, for, as the volume tells us, “the work was so 
novel in its every aspect as never to be forgotten. Con- 
struction work in a foreign country is, of course, no new 
thing for a contractor, but ours was not contract work, 
nor did it in most respects have a precedent. Our pur- 
pose was not merely to build the houses, but to do all in 
such a way that the good feeling between the nations 
would. be better promoted. How we succeeded in the 
latter endeavor may be inferred from the cordiality of 
our relations, official and personal, with everyone 
throughout our stay in the earthquake region. Judging 
by their utterances and demonstrations to us, the words 
of Mavor Nathan at the T.incoln dinner in Rome, shortly 
after the Bayern expedition, found an echo among the 
Messirese—It is not money for which we thank you, 
but your nersonal service.’ ” 

The author commends the ability shown by Pay Inspr. 
John A. Mudd, U.S.N.. the Navy purchasing nay officer, 
in the placing of all the contracts for the houses. 
in the approving of the plans of the houses and jn the 
engagine of the carpenters to go out as the superinten- 
dents of the erection work. Of great assistance to the 
party were the interpreters Grandy, an ordiaary seaman, 





born in New York of Italian parentage, and Tortorella, 
a Messinese, who had enlisted as a bandsman on board 
the U.S.S. Chicago at Messina some years before. The 
latter’s relatives lived in Messina, and the man knew 
every part of the city and surrounding country. Careful 
work and orderly system were insisted upon from the 
very start, the necessity for this being all the greater 
because of the demoralizing effect of ruin and destruction 
everywhere. To distinguish our workmen they wore 
white arm bands, marked with “U.S.” and the man’s 
number, as “U. 29 S.” The native laboring men were 
taught to do an honest day’s work, being encouraged in 
this by the United States sailors. One of the best 
tributes to the nature of the work done by the Americans 
is contained in the letter of an English resident of Mes- 
sina, who, months after the expedition had left, wrote 
this: “The American village is splendid—perfect roads, 
well guttered and better lighting than the pre-earthquake 
Messina ever knew.” The roads and lighting were none 
of our work, explains the book, but their being in such 
a satisfactory condition is substantial evidence that the 
village stands well in the esteem of the authorities. A 
mere reading of the work done would not make one 
understand wholly the great achievements of the relief 
party; it needs the pictures to bring before one the 
comfortable structures that rose amid one of the worst 
scenes of death and desolation that have ever marred the 
surface of the globe.

MEMORIAL SERVICES AT GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


The Military Society of the War of 1812 and the 
Veteran Corps of Artillery of the State of New York 
have received permission from the Secretary of War to 
hold a memorial service in the military chapel of St. 
Cornelius the Centurion, at Governors Island, New York 
city, on the second Sunday in November in every year, 
in memory of departed comrades of the Army and Navy 
of the United States and of the Militia of the state of 
New York who served with honor in the War of the 
Revolution or in subsequent national wars. This service 
in the present year is to be held on Sunday, Nov. 13, in 
special remembrance of the Rev. Morgan Dix, rector of 
Trinity Parish, who, for eighteen years, until his decease, 
was the corps’ commandant. 

The incorporation into its membership in 1848 of “The 
Society of the War of 1812,” instituted in 1826 by offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, Navy and Volunteer Services 
of that war, brought to the rolls of the Veteran Corps of 
Artillery many distinguished earlier graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy and other officers of reputation, 
and enabled the corps to be constituted by law ‘The 
Military Society” of that war, and to admit into member- 
ship officers of rank in the Army and Navy and of the 
National Guard of New York. ’ 

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the East, has invited the Veteran 
Corps of Artillery and Society of the War of 1812 to 
hold its service at the chapel of St. Cornelius the Cen- 
turion on Sunday, Nov. 13, at three o’clock. The com- 
manding officers and their staffs of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and National Guard and Naval Militia 
have been invited by General Grant to be present in full 
uniform. The troops stationed at Governors Island will 
parade as escort to the corps and society. The Artillery 
detachment have been detailed as guard of honor. Formal 
invitations have been sent every member of the corps and 
society. Uniformed members will assemble at_ their 
armory at one p.m. Members other than the uniformed 
detachment will assemble at the barge office before two 
p.m. Special boats will leave the Governors Island 
landing, at the Battery. New York city, at two o’clock 
for guests other than military, and at 2:30 p.m. for the 
Army, Navy and National Guard.

FRENCH NAVAL NOTES. 


[FROM OUR FRENCH NAVAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The naval estimates for 1911, shortly to be discussed 
in the Chamber, amount to 412 million francs; against 
875 million for the present year. Out of this total ex- 
penditure over 140 million are absorbed by shipbuilding 
and armament, 105 million being for the completion of 
the 18,000-ton battleships of the 1906 program and for 
the continuation of the 23,500-ton Jean Bart and Courbet, 
while two million go toward the completion of the 14,000- 
ton cruiser Rousseau, sister to the Guinet. Twenty-one 
million are devoted to twenty destroyers, half that sum 
to twenty-two submarines in various stages of construc- 
tion, beside some three million francs devoted to the 
acquisition of two small mine layers and of a salvage dock 
already ordered. Altogether fifty-five units will be in 
hand. To this very moderate program, however, must be 
added two battleships of 23,500 tons, for which supple- 
mentary estimates will be asked. These 1911 “cuirassés” 
will in all essentials be similar to the Courbet type. 

Though French naval construction is likely to remain 
more expensive than either the American or the English, 
it is interesting to note the great reduction in the esti- 
mated price of the latest ships, which more rational 
methods in dealing with commands (on the part of the 
Paris Admiralty) have made possible. The price of a 
warship, however, differs with every navy, thus rendering 
accurate comparisons very difficult, and besides, French 
figures refer to the vessel ready for service, with her 
ammunition complement on board. Reckoned in the same 
way, the total cost of the British Dreadnought (of 18,200 
metric tons) works out at over fifty million frances, which 
is as much as the Danton, of similar displacement. 

The floating mine and the very important rdle this 
novel instrument of destruction appears likely to play in 
future naval warfare have at last attracted the attention 
of the Paris Admiralty, and an effort is now being made 
to organize an efficient mining service on the British and 
American model. A new type of blockading mine, both 
powerful and safe to handle, has been evolved after a 
series of experiments. The experience gained with the 
6,000-ton cruiser Foudre and with destroyers fitted to 
carry mines had led to the adoption of a smaller, faster 
and more handy type of mining vessel in the Pluton, of 
566 tons and twenty knots, lately ordered at Havre. A 
similar craft will be laid down in 1911. The defensive 
side of mining warfare has not been neglected, and a 
number of steam trawlers have been bought for mine 
sweeping. ‘There remains the education of the personnel. 

New construction is now being expedited with as much 
speed as permit the limited resources of French dock- 
yards. Past neglect and delays are being to a certain 
extent repaired, and no doubt now is entertained that 
the six battleships of the Danton class, together with the 
armored cruisers Guinet and Roussean. will be ready to 
enter the service by the autumn of 1911. thus increasing 
twofold the gunpower of the fieet. The Voltaire has 
shipped her turrets and artillery. and, after accomplish- 
ing satisfactory stationary trials, she is this month to 
undergo off Toulon her preliminary tests at sea. Needless 
to say, the result of these is being awaited with im- 
patience, this heing the first time a large turbine ship is 
heing tried in France. The Voltaire and her sister ships 
are only designed (nominally) for 19.25 knots, but, as 
they have been provided with an ample engine power 
(22,500 horsepower) and have water lines adanted to 
fast running, they are considered by experts likely to 
exceed twenty knots, and even to approach twenty-one 
knots. They ought certainly to surpass the 18,500-ton 
German Nassaus, which have reciprocating engines with 
an indicated power of 20.000 horsepower, and this is a 
matter for gratification. The Danton (Brest) and Con- 
dorcet (St. Nazaire) have arrived at the same stage, and 
are due to commence their preliminary trials in Decem- 
ber. The Mirabeauy now shipping her turrets and ¢uns 
at Lorient, will come next, and in the spring it will be 
the turn of the Diderot. and in the summer of the 
Vergniaud (Bordeaux). The Guinet has eomnleted her 
sea trials. and she would soon be in a position to join 
the Premiére Fscadre but for important defects in her 
ammunition. Her sister ship, Rousseau, will be put to 
sea in February next. 

The entry into service within a few months’ time of 
these eight powerfnl ships will not he without influence 
on the balance of naval power in Europe. The six 
Dantons and the six Patries will form a baftle force 
vastly sunerior to the combined fleets of Austria and of 
Ttaly, and, jn fact, there will he no Mediterranean type 
of vessel to come up to the Danton in value, as is shown 
in the following table. comparing the strongest French, 
Italian and Austrian ships:

Adding still to the French superiority will be the two 
Guinets (14.009 tons and 24 knots) and the five Gam- 
bettas (12,690 tons and 23 knots). 

At the same time it is important to note that these 
forthcoming French reinforcements will be powerless to 
make up for the great advance Germany has gained in 
late years through a more rational shipbuilding policy. 

French destroyer construction, long delayed by a series 
of unsuccessful innovations in new ships, which have 
led to no end of modifications, is now proceeding at a 
more satisfactory rate. The completion of the Glaive 
and Poignard. last of their class, has brought to fifty-three 
the number of 300-330-ton contretorpilleurs, good torpedo- 
boats, fully equal to the average Italian and Austrian 
tvpes. but, of course. much inferior to their German and 
British contemporaries. Of the 400-450-ton series six 
boats have joined the Premiére Flotille, and five others 
are terminating their trials, and will enter the service 
before the end of the present vear. It must be confessed 
that these boats, so remarkable on paper with their arma- 
ment of six 9-pounders and three torpedo tuhes, have not 
come up to expectations, being as fragile as their 
predecessors and hardly hetter for nautical qualities and 
speed. Beside their coal consymntion. at least in those 
having turbines, is abnormally high. These defects, how- 
ever, will, to a great extent, be made good in the improved 
contretorpilleurs of the same tvne ordered in 1909. The 
truth apnears to be that in their desire to combine heavy 
armament and good speed with moderate displacement 
and cost French constructors have rather neglected sea 
qualities, and nroduced destroyers vleasing enough on 
paper, but deficient in robustness and freeboard forward, 
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and for these ‘reasons unfit for sea work, save perhaps in 
the calm waters of the Mediterranean, wa 

Similar reproaches, however, will, in all probability, 
not be addressed to the new oceangoing series ot eighteen 
boats (ordered 1908-10), the first representative of which, 
Casque, has just been launched, These destroyers, which 
have a freeboard forward of 4.50 meters, compare as 
follows with their American, English and German rivals 
of similar date:

“It is to be noted that the French navy is making ex- 
periments with five types of turbines, viz., Parsons, 
Zoelly, Breguet, Rateau and Curtiss. Up to the present 
the best results have been obtained with the Voltigeur 
(Rateau and alternative), which obtained 31.5 knots, 
against 36 knots for the Parsons’ Chasseur and Fantassin. 

Submarine construction is progressing very slowly, 
owing to the limited resources of the arsenals (Cher- 
bourg, Rochefort and Toulon) having a monopoly of this 
kind of work, and also to the number of units in hand. 
The 800-ton ,Archiméde has covered 1,400 miles in five 
days, this at a mean speed of twelve knots without undue 
strain on the materiel and personnel. This success of the 
largest French submersible has encouraged the demand 
for higher displacements, and a 1,000-ton unit (Gustave 
Zedé) has been ordered at Cherbourg. 

French naval artillery has lately been subjected to a 
series of comprehensive reforms. A “corps d’ingénieurs 
d’artillerie” has been formed, an “école d’application” has 
been created, and carefully designed and manufactured 
guns and ammunition are being produced in the reor- 
ganized gun factories and pyrotechnic establishments. 
Immediate requirements are being attended to, as is 
shown by the latest battle practice returns, as well as by 
the ceaseless improvements in the quality of the ammuni- 
tion supplied. 

special committee under Rear Admiral Le Pord, 
after carefully investigating the potentialities of aviation 
for scouting work, issued a favorable report on the matter, 
and recommended a series of measures which are now 
being carried out, and have had for effect to create an 
aerial branch in the naval service. A good nucleus of 
experienced air pilots (belonging to the ranks of lieu- 
tenant or ensign) has already been formed in the civilian 
and military “écoles d’aviation” of Vincennes and Ver- 
sailles. Secondly, a number of aeroplanes designed with 
a view to maritime requirements have already been 
ordered. The first naval biplane, of the improved Farman 
type and designed to develop sixty horsepower and to fly 
at fifty miles per hour, has just been delivered, and has 
made highly successful trials over Paris and surround- 
ings. Thirdly, aerodromes for training are being pro- 
vided at the principal “ports militaires,” and the cruiser 
Foudre is being fitted to carry and to convoy flying craft. 


FOREIGN MILITARY MATTERS. 


The operations around Melilla in the fighting in the 
Riff country reveal the field methods of the Spaniards. 
The government had made good preparations in materiel 
for the war, but in personnel the units were little more 
than cadres, owing to the granting of long periods of 
leave to the troops. This weakness the War Office sought 
to correct by sending to the front not isolated battalions 
or companies, but whole brigades from one spot, trained 
to work together. The artillery and infantry did not 
co-operate as expected, owing to the tactics of the Riffians 
in retiring after the opening of a fight in very open 
order, thus taking its target away from the artillery and 
forcing the infantry to advance alone and bear the brunt 
of the fight. The cavalry was hardly ever used as is laid 
down in most modern field service regulations, i.e., pushed 
forward well so as to undertake the duties of protection 
and reconnoissance. The squadrons (seventeen all told) 
were singly attached to parts of the column and protected 
them, their sphere of action thus being but small. How- 
ever, says the Royal Engineers Journal, when the occa- 
sion arose the cavalry charged the enemy with a bravery 
and temerity worthy of the oldest traditions of the 
Spanish nation. At night outposts were placed too near 
the main body, and too much reliance was placed on 
mechanical alarms, such as wire networks, searchlights, 
ete. False alarms, therefore, frequently kept large bodies 
of troops the whole night under arms. Machine guns 
proved of great use, but through lack of training were 
not pushed far enough forward into the firing line. The 
proportion of artillery was a comparatively small one— 
onlytwo guns for 1,000 men—but the services rendered 
by both field and mountain batteries were very great. By 
attaching a company of telegraphers to each infantry 
brigade communications were remarkably well kept up. 
The balloon company was also of great use for reconnois- 
sance and mapping. The medical corps was the only 
branch that “fell down.” While the surgeons did their 
work with enthusiasm and devotion, there were not enough 
mules or carts to carry the wounded from the battlefield 
and from the field dressing stations to the head hospital 
at Melilla, defects that may turn out to have been due 
to niggardliness in the government in supplying means 
of transportation, for it wouldn’t be the first time a 
medical department has been blamed for. circumstances 
over which it had no control. Realizing the value of good 
roads in controlling a country, the Spaniards, after the 
campaign, immediately began to construct roads joining 
Melilla to the principal posts in the district, and, follow- 
ing our example in the Philippines and that of other 
nations, organized a corps of native troops under 
European officers so as to minimize the number of 
European troops in the province. 

England is finding increasing difficulty in attracting a 
sufficiency of eligible candidates for commissions in the 
army. Competitive entrance to Woolwich and Sandhurst 
had recently to be dispensed with. Only one-third of the 
former number of candidates are now presenting them- 
selves, the comparative figures being: 1890, 2,315; 1900, 
1,624, and 1909, 728. Various reasons are given to 
account for this great falling off, the United Service 
Gazette says, those generally regarded as the right ones 
being insecurity of tenure, loss of promotion due to 
reductions and changes. insufficiency of pay, inability to 
live in the service without getting into debt at the be- 
ginning and the drain on parents’ pockets after expensive 
education is completed. Before the South African war 
the idle rich were eager to enter a profession which gave 
them a certain position and in which there was, at that 
time; little work to be done. In June, 1899, there were 
179 candidates for sixty-five vacancies at Woolwich, and 
380 candidates for eighty-four vacancies at Sandhurst. 
But since the officer’s life now means a good deal of 





hard, and often unpleasant, work at an altogether in- 
adequate stipend, the rich have ceased to crowd into the 
ranks of the army. The continued rise in the cost. of 
existence has prevented the middle classes from allowmg 
their sons to enter a profession where the expenses 
exceed the receipts. In the British army £200 a year is 
the usual allowance for a father to give his son in an 
economical regiment. 

Joseph M. Grady, staff correspondent of the Denver 
Post, writes from Douglas, Isle of Man, concerning the 
impressions made on him by the English Territorial 
forces, organized by Secretary of War Haldane: ‘I have 
already referred to the 4,000 ‘terrors’ in camp a few miles 
away. These young men are citizen soldiers out for 
training. They come in hundreds to Douglas every eve- 
ning, bright, smart, well set up lads. Their brilliant 
uniforms lend a dash of color to every crowd, whether in 
places of amusement or on the promenade. Not once 
have I seen a single one of these cheery-cheeked young 
Britons behave otherwise than as a gentleman. Evidently 
they do not regard their uniform in the nature of a 
disguise in which to cut up, but rather as something to 
be honored by their own good conduct.” 

The Osaka Mainichi finds four specific results of the 
visit abroad of Prince T’ae, of China: determination to 
enforce the order to cut off the queue, to organize a 
responsible Cabinet, to enforce a conscription law, and 
to complete the organization of thirty-six divisions of 
troops. The editor, while holding these four reforms to 
be the most urgent of all reforms for China, doubts 
whether that empire is able to execute them with the 
success that Japan shows in making changes. 

Strange as it may seem, the British army lacks such 
an efficient and harmonious organization of signal activi- 
ties as is represented in the U.S. Signal Corps. The ex- 
cellent work done by the Household Cavalry Brigade in 
the recent maneuvers inspires the United Service Gazette 
to hope that “it will lead to, the adoption of the system 
already in force in the Army of the United States, where 
the whole of the Army communicating system is embodied 
in one particular unit known as the ‘Army Signal Corps.’ 
The successful experiment of our own Household Cavalry 
Brigade troop, combined with the terms of an army order 
recently issued bv the Army Council, go to prove that we 
are trending in the right direction. The order mentioned 
directed that hereafter the various air lines and cable 
companies of the Royal Engineers are to be amalgamated 
under the designation of ‘signal companies’ and further 
experiments are to be made with the view of forming 
other signal companies.” 

Vice Consul General Oscar S. Heiser, Constantinople, 
sends to Daily Consular and Trade Reports, Washing- 
ton, a description of the extraordinary budget of the 
Ottoman Minisiry of War sanctioned by the law dated 
July 3, 1910 (mew style), granting the Ministry a 
supplementary credit of $7,700,000 a year for three years, 
or a total of $23,100,900, to be spent on military equip- 
ments. The law provides that the sums not spent in the 
financial year 1910-11 shall be available for 1911-12, and 
likewise the sums not used in the latter year shall be 
available for 1912-13, so that the whole credit is likely 
to he exhausted, some of it having been anticipated by 
orders already placed. The chief item in the budget is 
three and a half millions for 310,000,000 cartridges 
ordered in 1908-09. The next sum in size is that of 
§$3.160.080 for clothing and supplies for the territorial 
and reserve army. For army maneuvers the sum of 
$707,000 is appropriated. For cavalry and artillery 
horses the sum of $1,111,000 is set aside. Two and a 
quarter millions will be spent on military buildings. So 
large a budget indicates a healthy condition of the coun- 
try under the new reform government, as well as the 
progressive spirit of the new administration fostered by 
the party of the Young Turks.

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE ACCIDENT. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In reading the conclusions of the board of Navy offi- 
cers who investigated the swamping of the sailing launch 
of the U.S.S. New Hampshire in the Hudson River re- 
cently, as given in your issue of Oct. 22 last, page 218. 
it struck me as very remarkable that twenty-three poor 
fellows should have lost their lives and no one be held 
responsible for the loss. 

I have had considerable experience in the handling of 
small boats around New York in all kinds of weather, 
including a sixty-mile gale and the tail end of a cyclone, 
and therefore, with all due respect to the learned board, 
I must say there were a number of things radically 
wrong. 

The board states that “the launch was deeply loaded, 
hut not more so than for absndon ship.” This latter is 
for a dire emergency, when “chances” have to be taken 
to save the souls of all on board. It was no emergency, 
however, which demanded the crowding of some ninety- 
three or mere men in a launch, in a heavy sea and wind, 
in the night time, to be towed by the steam launch to the 
ship, about a quarter of a mile away. Common sense 
alone should have dictated the necessity of making an 
extra trip, rather than overcrowding. : 

If the launch was seaworthy with such a heavy load 
she would certainly have been buoyant enough to ride the 
seas. The writer has ‘seen sixty-five men loaded in a 
hoat like the ill-fated one of the New Hampshire’s, and 
for mavet water it was all the: load she could properly 
stand. e 

The learned board, I believe, in its investigation, on 
a nice, calm day did crowd nearly a hundred men in the 
boat to see how much freeboard she would have. This 
was, however, anything but a practical test, as the condi- 
tions were so entirely different. The writer had a skiff 
for a tender that wonld safely hold six in calm water, 
but in rough water it would have been folly to allow 
more than three. and sometimes two, in it in going to 
and from the boat. The same principle holds good in 
all boats. 

The board states that “when some spray came aboard 
some men attempted to move aft, and, with more water 
coming in. the movement of the men caused irregular 
motions to the launch.” With ninety-three men in the 
boat they were practically packed like sardines: thongh 
some men might have attempted to move aft, why they 
should do so is more than the writer can imagine. But 
even admitting that there was room, was no one in charge 
of the boat who could keep order and whovhad a knowl- 
edge of seamanship? ; 

Were oll the men in the boat greenhorns? Surely as 
seamen they should know more about small.boat manage- 
ment than that credited to them by.the board. 

The board states that “the bow man.- who lost his life. 
was the only one who knew what was hanpening.” This 
seems a strange statement, in view of the fact that so 





many men were crowded right behind him. The board 
also states that “the bow man was calling for a knife to 
cut the tow line when water in quantity began coming 
aboard.” Should not each seaman on duty have his 
knife attached to a lanyard, and the bow man especially 
Was there no one in authority to see that men detailed 
to boats are properly equipped? Was there a man on 
the steam launch watching the tow line at the bitts, as 
he should have been? The board states that “the strain 
on the tow line was at the critical time too great or at 
too much of an angle for the existing conditions.” In 
either case, was there not a neglect of precaution to 
observe how the heavy loaded boat astern was towing? 

The board, in referring to a small-sized panic aboard 
the launch, when some of the men began jumping over- 
board, states that “some of them mounted the gunwale.” 
If they were able to do this on such a narrow space and 
in such a jumping sea they must have had the agility 
of slack wire performers.

To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Sufficient time has elapsed since the singularly fatal 
accident to the men of the New Hampshire to permit 
calm observation thereof, and the board has made its 
findings and submitted its conclusions that the accident 
resulted from a peculiar combination of circumstances, 
and that no one was to blame. With due deference tc 
authority, I think it to be the duty of someone to speak 
out in meeting and say a few truths. 

First, wholesale loss of life by accident to barges, in 
quiet inland waters, although towed through swift tides, 
does not happen without cause. 

Second,‘ there is no reason why one hundred sailormen 
should not go over the side of a ship or its barge into 
the Hudson River and be saved when the season is mild 
and help is on every hand. 

The blame is imputable to someone that the men of 
the Navy do not know how to swim. Let the blame be 
assumed or placed for this neglect, and then everyone will 
he able to keep himself afloat in a quiet river for a short 
time, unless made helpless by some accident. It is as 
wise to mount one hundred men who do not know how 
to ride a horse and attempt cavalry tactics as to go 
through any landing or boarding tactics with sailors who 
do not understand natatorial exercises, and expect to 
avoid drowning casualties. 

We know that sailors have time to swim, that our 
ships are in mild waters, both in winter and in summer; 
and while cold climate fishermen may oppose this argu- 
ment, as they do in Gloucester, and say a man should 
stay in his boat and has no business in the water, most 
men will agree that a hard and fast rule should be made 
for all our officers and men in the Navy—Learn to swim!

THE FLAG IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Nov. 4, 1910. 
To TUE Eptror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Manila papers, issue of Sept. 21 last, contain notice 
that, as a token of respect to the memory of the late 
Trofilo Castillejos, assemblyman for Batanes Province. 
the flag of the assembly committee rooms will be placed 
at half-mast for the next nine days. The correspondent 
of the Cablenews-American, C.M.M., pertinently says: 
“Respecting the dead should not be carried to the ex- 
treme of cheapening the symhol of the living nation.” 
But perhaps the flae lowered for nine days at half-staff 
was not a national flag. ak 





The cots and bedding provided by the War Department 
for the use of enlisted men of the Army are not popular 
with New York city policemen. To accommodate the 
reserve policemen ordered on duty in the Tenderloin 
stationhouse a number of the Army cots and hedding 
were obtained from the Army. Dissatisfied with the 
sleeping accommodations which had heen provided for 
them. some of the policemen slashed the Army cots and 
bedding, so as to render them useless. The city will 





have to pay the Federal Government for the damage, and 
Commissioner Cronsey assigned several of his best men 
to discover the identitv of the destroyers of the cots. 
As partial punishment for their destruction of the pron- 
erty the policemen were deprived of those cots which 
were not damaged and were furnished with blankets in 
which to roll themselves and sleep on the floor. 
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In dealing with the question of military training and 
physical development the Boston Transcript says: “Not 
for numbers of years will this country need to guard 
against the physical deterioration of the male type, as 
England is already forced to do.” ‘This is a lovely op- 
timism that would be only. commendable if it were true. 
It would not commend itself to Mr. Thompson Seton, 
who has been so conspicuous in developing the Boy Scout 
movement, and whose first efforts in that direction were 
inspired by his becoming aware of the fact that a host 
of lads were growing up flat-chested and anemic, with 
no higher ambitions than to play craps and smoke 
cigarettes, In the last few years the spread of cigarette 
smoking among boys has become an evil so grave that 
there are reformers who believe it is a greater menace 
to the physical well-being of the race than liquor drink- 
ing among adults. Many states have passed laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of cigarettes to boys. A hundred years 
ago this vice was unknown to the American boy. The 
growth of cities and the rearing of millions of children 
in small flats in crowded sections of cities all make for 
diminished physical vitality, as compared with the free, 
large, open life of the American youth of 100 years ago. 
The vitiating, degrading amusements always at hand in 
a large city are being increased, not diminished, by the 
inventions of the day. There is no country in which 
sports have been more largely followed than England, 
and if that country finds itself facing physical deteriora- 
tion it is idle for America to shut its eyes to the exist- 
ence of similar conditions and similar tendencies. The 
development of the pernicious literature of “dime novels” 
and cheap detective stories is a thing of recent years and 
has reached such a degree of corruptive power that 
President Hill has prohibited the sale of such books on 
the trains of the Great Northern Railroad. Again we 
must say what we have said before, that inventions and 
progress bring new temptations, new vices and new 
crimes which have in them vast potentialities for evil. 
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In the course of a report to the Navy Department on 
the question of the length of time that life can be 
sustained in submarine boats without renewing the air 
supply, it is stated that the Octopus was submerged with 
a full crew of fourteen men on board for a period of 
twenty-four hours. During the first twenty-one hours of 
this period no fresh air was admitted to the boat. Dur- 
ing the last three hours fresh air was admitted to the 
boat from the air fiask and the foul air pumped overboard 
by the air compressors, to maintain the air pressure in 
the boat constant. The crew suffered no serious ill effects 
from this test. The free air space in the Octopus is 
4,400 cubic feet, and the capacity of the air flasks is 
about seventy-three cubie feet, amounting to about 12,500 
cubie feet at atmospheric pressure. It is estimated that 
the submarines of the class known as Bonita, Nos. 13 
to 16, should he’able to remain submerged for a period 
of about three days, provided the air flasks were fully 
charged at the time of submergence and that no air be 
used for other purposes than breathing. Of the Narwhal 
class, such as Nos. 17 to 19, the report says boats should 
be able to remain submerged from four to five days under 
the same conditions, as this class of boats have a total 
air space of about 17,500 cubic feet. As an emergency 
precaution it appears possible to install on these boats 
flasks for storage of compressed oxygen or tanks contain- 
ing some chemical from which oxygen could be released. 
For the latter the double oxide of potassium and sodium, 
which is used in the diving helmets, is suggested. The 
double oxide in the presence of moisture liberates oxygen, 
a mixture of caustic potash and caustic soda being left. 
In this way sufficient oxygen to support life for a con- 
siderable period could apparently be furnished. The re- 
moval of the carbon dioxide from the air is also neces- 
sary. This can in all probability be effected by pumping 
the air through the caustie alkali or similar chemical by 
means of the air compressors.

By order of Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, Superin- 
tendent of the Academy, the entire first class have been 
deprived of their Christmas leave as punishment for 
their participation in the “silencing” of Capt. Rufus E. 
Longan, 11th U.S, Inf., an instructor in military tactics, 
on Sept. 24 last. While the punishment order includes 
all of the first Gass cadets who will be graduated next 
June, fewer than half the number are affected, the rest 
being debarred from enjoying the holiday leave this year 
because of demerits marked against them. The first 
class whose records are free from blemish except in the 
matter of the “silencing” of Captain Longan will, be- 
eause of that incident, spend their Christmas in the 
Academy quarters, instead of partaking of their eight days’ 
leave at their homes. As punishment for the “silencing” 
of Captain Longan one cadet captain, six lieutenants, 
three sergeants and two corporal cadets have been reduced 
to privates. The captain who is included in the officers 
reduced is Curtis H. Nance, son of Capt. John T. Nance, 
2d Cav., now secretary of the Moro Province. In addi- 
tion to this, as a disciplinary measure, thirty cadets have 
been sentenced to walk extra tours of duty in the area 
of the barracks. Unofficial advices from the Academy 
received at the War Department indicate that the Super- 
intendent of the institution is pursuing a course which 
is very apt to impress upon the cadets the seriousness 
of the offense of silencing. It is understood that after a 
thorough investigation General Barry was able to fix 
the responsibility for the affair and is “fitting the punish- 
ment to the crime.”

Impressive civic and military ceremonies attended 
the laying of the corner stone of the Newport (R.I.) 
Army and Navy Young Men’s Christian Association by 
J.S. Senator George Peabody Wetmore Noy. 9. Officers 
of the Army and Navy participated, and the bands from 
the forts and naval stations played patriotic airs. A 
detail of seamen’s apprentices sang appropriate selections 
with the Orpheus Singing Club, of Newport. Chaplain 
Frank Thompson, U.S.N., and Rev. George W. Quick 
and E. H. Porter, D.D., of Newport, assisted. An 
American flag and a testament from Helen Miller Gould 
were placed in the corner stone. The new building is 
located in the heart of the city and faces the old court- 
house. in which many of Rhode Island’s governors were 
inaugurated while Newport was a_ sister capital of 
Providence.

$250,000. The donor of the building is Mrs. Thomas J.

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The London Army and Navy Gazette says: “The oppo- 
nents of universal service invariably point to the harm 
such a system does to the youth of a nation in interfering 
with its training for trade or business. Yet the news 
from France last week went to prove that nearly all the 
strikers on the railways there are reservists who have 
put in their period of service with the colors. In order 
to cope with the dangerous strike the French government 
served an order by which not less than 150,000 railway 
servants (the 20, men of the Midi Line are not in- 
cluded in this total) were placed under mobilization 
orders for three weeks’ training. Thus a weapon for the 
defense of the public against a foreign invader becomes a 
weapon for the defense of the law abiding public against 
a section of that public which has been led astray by 
agitators. The government can call back to the colors 
all the time expired men of two years’ service who were 
discharged in September last, if it pleases. It would 
thus counter the move of the strike committee, which 
chose the moment of the expiration of the service of 
some 250,000 trained soldiers to order the strike, totally 
regardless of the comfort or existence even of the popula- 
tion of Paris and of France! Universal military service, 
it is shown, provides not only for the defense of the 
State, but provides it with competent men to repress 
internal disorders.”

Capt. Palmer FE. Pierce, U.S.A., president of the Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association, has issued a circular letter 
calling attention to the growing importance of this 
association in the educational world, as shown by the 
extension of its membership to include seventy-one uni- 
versities and colleges, representing over 100,000 students. 
The annual meeting of the association will be held in 
New York city Dec. 29, 1910, at a place and hour to be 
designated in a later circular. An interesting program 
is being prepared, which will include addresses by the 
Rev. Charles Aked, D.D., of New York; Dr. R. Tait 
McKenzie, University of Pennsylvania, and Prof. Will- 
iam L. Dudley, Vanderbilt University. The new football 
rules are now undergoing a crucial test, and the subject 
of the amateur law in connection with baseball is now 
being investigated. It is hoped that some distinct steps 
for the betterment of the deplorable condition now exist- 
ing may be taken at the meeting of Dec. 29. The subject 
of track athletics—their proper control, uniform rules 
for participants and methods of preserving records made 
—is being considered by a committee of which Professor 
Stagg is the chairman. 
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“A Veteran,” who is evidently suffering from “a fit 
of the blues” from whatever cause, writes to say: “Do 
you think that the present Government has used its ex- 
man-o’-warsmen fair, especially the veterans of the late 
war? Look at the case in regard to the campaign 
badges; they could buy them if so desired. Then, again, 
as regards their employment in government positions. 
Are they given preference, no matter how little? No! 
Then, again, dozens are being laid off before all others 
in cutting down expenses. It seems to me that in 1912 
there is going to be a great change, just as you will see 
a change in New York state on Nov. 8, 1910. Throw 
the poor, faithful servant out of employment who served 
during war and peace and spend $500,000,000 on a canal 
for foreign shipping. As the Japs said, ‘Let the d— 
fools go ahead.” And then $300,000,000 every year for 
foreign ships to carry our freight. You will find out 
later that our Navy will be cut down, and it needs to be, 
for it is being used more to advertise certain shipbuilding 
yards. We have no shipping abroad to protect. There 
are going to be some of the greatest fights in Congress 
when it meets that will go down in history.” 





Of the greatest importance to the National Guard is the 
question as to whom the new governors will select as their 
adjutants general. This office carries with it grave re- 
sponsibilities, and its functions should of necessity be 
exercised by an officer of sound judgment, who has had 
an extensive line experience and who is fully versed in 
the numerous Service matters, now more important than 
ever. Brig. Gen. William Verbeck, the present Adjutant 
General of New York, is an officer who has shown ability 
in his position, and is a gentleman of culture and wide 
experience, and there is a general hope expressed that he 
may be reappointed, leaving politics out of the question. 
In the ordinary course of events, however, it is probable 
that the Governor-elect will make an appointment from 
his own party, and if he should decide to do so there is 
no fitter officer for the place than Brig. Gen. David FB. 
Austen, the present chief of Coast Artillery. 


Major John Bigelow, jr., U.S.A., who “fell outside the 
breastworks” in the political contest of last Tuesday, 
has sent a letter to the Democratic newspapers in his 
Congressional district, in which he says: “I should like, 
if I may, to express through you my appreciation of the 
confidence shown in me by those of my fellow-citizens 
in this district who voted for me, and my hope that their 
next candidate will reward them with a better final 
showing than I did.” He also says: “Colonel Bradley 
and I could not both win. The principles for which he 
stands appear to commend themselves to the people of 
this district more than those for which I stand, and I 
cannot therefore express regret at his being returned to 
office as their representative.” Major Bigelow may con- 
sole himself with the reflection that the preference given 
to a colonel over a major is strictly in the line of military 
precedent.

Mr. Jacob M. Dickinson, Secretary of War, arrived at 
New York Nov. 7 from his foreign tour, greatly pleased 
with his trip. He was accompanied on his world tour by 
Mrs, Dickinson, Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, and Capt. Harry 
N. Cootes, 13th U.S. Cav., who is the aid to the Secretary. 
Major Gen. Frederick Dent Grant, U.S.A., and members 
of his staff went down the bay on board the Q.M. steamer 
General Johnston to greet Mr. Dickinson. General Grant 
returned to Governors Island. Just before one o’clock in 
the afternoon Mr, Dickinson, accompanied by General 
Edwards and Captain Coots, went to Governors Island 
from the Battery to call upon General Grant, with whom 
they had luncheon. The Secretary and his aid took the 
half-past three o’clock train for Washington. 
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Charles Edward Russell, candidate for Governor on 
the Socialist ticket, spoke Nov. 7 in Schermerhorn 
Hall, Columbia University, under the auspices of the 
Intercollegiate Socialist Society. “If the Socialists 
Should Carry New York State To-morrow—What Then?” 
was the subject of his speech. He declared that the first 
thing he would do, if elected, would be to remove the 
military secretary to the Governor. “All this gold lace 
and military chivalry is a thing of the past, and a 
medieval custom should rightly have no place in our 
present American institutions when tacked on to a chief 
executive.” As Mr. Russell’s vote at the election Nov. 8 
was a very small percentage of the total, the prospect of 
his putting his theories into effect is not imminent. 











The Metropolitan Museum of Art, in New York city, 
is planning a special loan exhibition of arms and armor 
to take place during, next February and March. Among 
those whose collections have been placed at the disposal 
of the museum are George J. Gould, Amory S. Carhart, 
Edward Hubbard Litchfield, Clarence H. Mackay, Frank 
Gair, Macomber Ambrose Monell, Howland Pell, Cor- 
nelius Stevenson, Rutherford Stuyvesant and Bashford 
Dean, who is curator of arms and armor of the museum. 
As the collection will represent the cabinets of Americans 
it is expected by this means to illustrate to what degree 
collectors have succeeded in bringing to this country 
important examples of European arms and armor. An 
illustrated catalogue will be published. 
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In the “Memoria de la Administracion del Presidente 
de la Republica de Cuba” is contained the official record 
of the term of Gen. Jasé M. Gomez as head of the Cuban 
Republic during the calendar year of 1909. It contains 
photographs of certain industrial plants, cities, road 
making processcs, ete., which sre an instructive accom- 
paniment to the long tables of statistics, expenditures, 
receipts, etc. A fine compliment is paid to the troops 
which, under Major General Barry, comprised the Amer- 
ican Army of Pacification, and whose departure furnished 
a demonstration of affection, respect and brotherhood 
(“demostracion cumplida de afecto, de respeto y de con- 
fraternidad”). 








The order for transferring a number of troops to the 
Philippines was approved Wednesday, Nov. 9, by Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson. It will be issued some time next 
week. Although all of the details have not been arranged, 
the usual plan of a two years’ tour of duty in the islands 
will be followed in this change, as in previous change of 
stations. The plan of keeping Coast Artillery organiza- 
tions stationed permanently on the islands has been 
abandoned. The Coast Artillery companies will exchange 
stations, as well as the other organizations. The first 
regiment to leave for the Philippines will be the 2d In- 
fantry, which will sail on the March transport. In April 
the 13th Infantry will follow. The details of the rest 
of the order have not yet been worked out. Before the 
order is published it will be submitted again to the 
Secretary of War. 





_ The value of the Army Relief Society is indicated by 
the fact that it is distributing annually $3,600 to twenty 
beneficiaries. ‘Two young men are being assisted in 
preparatory studies for the Military Academy, and six 
young men and eight young women are getting an educa- 
tion for civil life. The largest allowance for these is 
from $300 to $400 a year. Five widows and orphans 
are being assisted. There are seven other students under 
the care of the society who are not needing help just at 
present.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Rear Admiral Conway H. Arnold, U.S.N., who will be 
retired for age on Nov. 14, 1910, is a native of New 
York city and a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy, 
class of 1867. His first assignment after graduation 
was on the Minnesota on a special cruise. Other assign- 
meuts included duty on the sidewheeler Powhatan, of the 
Pacific Fleet, in 1868-70; on the flagship Severn, of the 
North Atlantic Station, as aid to Rear Admiral Poor: 
on the Vermont in 1871, and as aid to Rear Admiral 
Stringham. He was on the Wasp, of the South Atlantic 
Station, during 1872-74, and after service at the Naval 
Observatory he was on the Hartford, of the North At- 
lantic Station. He subsequently served on the Powhatan, 
and as flag lieutenant and secretary to Rear Admiral 
Trenchard; was in command of the Wyandotte, was on 
the Lancaster, of the European Station, and was secre- 
tary to Rear Admiral Nicholson during 1881-2. He was 
en the Miantonomoh. Nipsic, at the navy yard, New 
York, was secretary to Rear Admiral Gherardi from 1889 
to 1893, and then served on the Galena, Kearsarge, 
Dolphin, Baltimore and Philadelphia. Other services in- 
elude duty in charge of the branch hydrographic office at 
New York, on the battleship Massachusetts, commanding 
the Bancroft in 1897, lighthouse inspector, 6th District, 
1898; commanding the Bennington to April, 1901. He 
was president of the Wireless Telegraph Board, was as- 
signed to command the Lancaster in 1903 and the West 
Virginia in 1905. In May, 1907, he was assigned to duty 
at the navy vard, New York, and was later assigned to 
duty at the Naval War College, Newport, R.I. His last 
assignment was as president of the Naval Examining and 
Retiring Board. This is the last retirement in the Navy 
for age this year, and will result in the promotion of 
Capt. Thomas B. Howard to rear admiral. The iatter 
is at present a member of the General Board of the 
Navy. 

Capt. Vincendon LL. Cottman, U.S.N., promoted rear 
admiral from Nov. 7, 1910, by the retirement of Rear 
Admiral Phelps, was born in Donaldsville, La., on Feb. 
13, 1852, but received his appointment to the Naval 
Academy from New York city on Sept. 21, 1868. He 
was graduated in 1872. and was assigned to the Tusca- 
rora, on duty on the Pacific coast and the South Sea 
Islands. engaged in deep sea soundings.

He was promoted to 
lieutenant commander in 1899, commander in 1902, and 
captain in 1907. Rear Admiral Cottman has also served 
on the Colorado, New York. Supply, Alliance, Richmond, 
Monocacy, Concord, Marion, Monterey, Wyoming and 
California. He was appointed captain of the Puget 
Sound Yard in September, 1909, and is at present its 
commandant. 

Major William A. Mercer, 11th U.S. Cav., who will 
retire on Nov. 30, 1910. upon his own application, was 
born in New York March 19, 1855. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the Sth U.S. Infantry in 1880, was 
promoted to first lieutenant in 1889, captain in 1897, and 
was transferred to the 7th Cavalry in 1898. He was 
promoted mejor, 11th Infantry, in June, 1905, and has 
been on leave in New London, Cona., for some time. 

Capt. Frank L. Graham, Porto Rico Regiment of In- 
fantry, who was retired on Nov, 7, 1910, for disability 
incident to the Service, wes born in Missouri April 28, 
1858. He entered the military service as a private in 
the 24 U.S. Infantry Jan. 12, 1880, and was subsequently 
promoted to corporal, sergeant and first sergeant. He 
also served as a second and first class private in the U.S. 
Signal Corps from Nov. 9, 1886, to Oct. 2, 1888. He 
was appointed a captain in the First District of Columbia 
Volunteer Infantry on May 15, 1898, being honorably 
mustered out on Nov. 20 in that year. The following 
July he became a captain in the 27th U.S. Volunteer 
Infantry, being mustered out on April 1, 1901, and on 
Dec. 27 in that year he was appointed a captain in the 
Porto Rico Regtment. 

Capt. S. A, W. Patterson, U.S.M.C., has been retired 
on account of defective hearing. By an order issued he 
was detached from duty at Mare Island on Noy. 5 and 
sent home. This retirement results in the promotion of 
Ist Lieut. Elias R. Beadle to captain, and 2d Lieut. 
Franklin H. Drees to first lieutenant. If D. L. S. Brew- 
ster passes the physical examination he will be appointed 
to fill the vacancy in the rank of second lieutenant. Mr.

RECENT DEATHS. 


In an order dated Fort Jay, N.Y., Oct. 3, 1910, an- 
nouncing the death of 1st Lieut, Edward Y. Miller, who 
was drowned in the Aborlan River, Philippines, on May 
27, 1910, Col. H. K. Bailey, commanding the 29th Inf., 
says, in part: “The excellent - service and the high 
administrative ability of the deceased had caused him to 
enjoy a reputation for worth, integrity and usefulness, 
much admired by all who knew him. By his untimely 
death the United States has lost the services of a valued 
servant, both in a military and civil capacity. In recog- 
nition of the able manner in which he had acquitted 
himself as a provincial official he was appointed Governor 
of the province of Paragua. In this capacity he served 
with distinction until his death. To his widow the sincere 
sympathy of his many friends in the regiment is extended 
for her loss, which is shared by the organization to which 
he belonged.” 

yen. Adam Dixon, who died in Everett, Mass., Nov. 4, 
1910, at the age of eighty-four years, as the result of 
being struck by an electric car, served in the Civil War 
and received a medal from Congress for capturing, un- 
aided, nine Confederate soldiers. Up to the time of his 
accident he had heen in robust health, which he retained 
in part through regular long walks. General Dixon was 
born in Wigton, England, July 4, 1826. At the outbreak 
of the Civil War he enlisted in Company G, 104th New 
York Regiment. After the first battle of Bull Run he 
was promoted to a first lieutenancy. He served twenty 
months in prison, ten of them in Libby prison. While 
confined to the latter prison he was awarded the brevet 
of captain for bravery. Coming unexpectedly upon a 
detachment of Confederates General Dixon gave orders 
for an imaginary company to advance, The Confederates, 
believing a company was close at hand, but concealed 
from their view, lay down their arms. They did not dis- 
cover the ruse until General Dixon ordered them to 
advance, after they had discarded their arms. He was 
mustered out at Elmira, N.Y., and then became brigadier 
general of the Kansas state Militia. 

Lieut. Col. James M. Burns, retired, whose death 
we noted in our last issue, was the holder of a medal of 
honor, granted by Congress for gallantry during the Civil 
War. While serving as a sergeant in the 1st West 
Virginia and at the battle of Newmarket, Va., on May 
14, 1864, he voluntarily assisted a wounded comrade from 
the field under a heavy fire of musketry, thereby saving 
the man from capture by the enemy. 

Col. Charles J. Wright, U.S.V., died suddeniy at his 
home, in Matawan, N.J.. Nov. 6, 1910. He enlisted in 
the U.S. Army in 1861 and served through the New 
Orleans, Red River and Port Hudson campaigns. At the 
beginning of the Wilderness campaign he became lieu- 
tenant colonel of the 27th Regiment of negro troops, and 
afterward colonel of the. regiment. He was wounded 
during the attack upon Petersburg by the explosion of 
a mine, and also at Fort Fisher. After the war Colonel 
Wright interested himself in educational work. He was 
a member of the National Arts Club, Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion, the Sons of the Revolution, Society 
of the Army of the Potomac and the Army and Navy 
Club. He leaves a widow. 

Major FE. Richard Esmond, a veteran of the Civil War, 
died at the Roosevelt Hospital, New York city, Nov. 7, 
1910. When the Civil War started Mr. Esmond enlisted 
in the 147th New York Volunteers, of which regiment he 
was promoted to be a major. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War he received a commission as a 
captain of Company L, of the U.S. Volunteer Engineer 
Corps. 

Mrs. Anna T. Hugh, wife of Capt. John L. Hugh. 
Coast Art., U.S.A., died suddenly on Nov. 4, 1910, of 
heart trouble at Fort Worden, Wash. The burial was at 
the post cemetery. 

Mrs. Marie Miller McKenney, wife of Charles Richard 


McKenny, and mother of Lieut. Richard Irving Mc- 


Kenney. Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., died at St. Paul, 
Minn., Oct. 25, 1910. | 

Brig. Gen. Joseph Franklin Armfield, late Adjutant 
General of North Carolina, who died at his home in 
Statesville Oct. 12, 1910. was an officer who was most 
highly esteemed. General Armfield as a young man en- 
tered the service of the state as a private in Company K, 
3d Regiment, and attained the rank of colonel of the 4th 
Regiment Dec. 1, 1892, after passing through lower 
grades. In 1898 his regiment formed the nucleus around 
which was organized the 1st North Carolina Volunteer 
Infantry. which was mustered into the service of the 
United States at Raleigh May 5, 1898. As colonel of 
the 1st North Carolina Volunteers he served in the 
Spanish-American War, molding his regiment into one of 














SCR ens Cagle t, ae .

the best military organizations in the Volunteer Army. 
Colonel Armfield served as commanding officer of the Ist 
Brigade, 2d Division, 7th Army Corps, and was mustered 
out of the eepastee Le pe bad the iene er ga 
ican War, when the 1st Regiment was reorganized, he 
was commissioned colonel, Feb. 12, 1902, which office he 
held until March 10, 1903, when he was promoted 
brigadier general of the 1st Brigade, and served until 
March 2, 1909, when he was appointed adjutant general 
by Governor Kitchin. General Armfield’s military service 
from private to adjutant general covered a period of about 
thirty years. In an order.referring to his death, Assistant 
Adjutant General R. L. Leinster says: “In the death of 
General Armfield the state lost its foremost soldier of 
this generation and one of its best citizens—the National 
Guard its best beloved and most gifted leader. As a 
soldier he was. prompt, dutiful, obedient, firm without 
tyranny, gallant and brave, ever watchful of the best 
interests and traditions of the Service. As a citizen he 
was pure, upright, progressive in his ideas and loyal to 
his state; a man without guile, he wore the white flower 
of a blameless life. In his old home, surrounded by loved 
ones, friends and comrades, with the faith of a Christian 
and the dignity of a general, he answered the final reveille 
and his knightly spirit passed over the river to rest with 
the fearless and brave who have gone before.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth R. Knapp died at her home, Howell, 
Mich., Nov. 8, 1910, aged ninety years. She was a 
daughter of Alfred Green, of the War of 1812; wife of 
William R. Knapp: sister of Col. Nelson W. Green, a 
veteran of the Civil War, 1861-65, and aunt of Lieut. 
William Wallace Green, a veteran of the Civil War, 
1861-63. 

Mr. William R. Quinan, a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1870, and formerly a first lieutenant, 4th U.S. 
Artillery, who resigned from the Army Nov. 11, 1881, 
died at Sydney, New South Wales, Aug. 15, 1910. He 
was a brother of Capt. J. H. Quinan, U.S.R.C.S. 

Col, Joseph R. Gibson, Med. Dept., U.S.A., retired, a 
veteran of the Civil War, in which he was awarded two 
brevets for faithful and meritorious services, died at his 
residence at 116 South Forty-third street, Philadelphia, 
Pa., Nov. 2, 1910. He was born in Pennsylvania Jan. 2, 
1838, and was a brother of Capt. Francis M. Gibson, 
U.S.A., retired. Entering the Army as an assistant 
surgeon April 16, 1862, Colonel Gibson saw a great deal 


‘of active service, and was, in 1865, made a brevet captain 


and a brevet major for faithful and meritorious services 
during the war. He was also made a brevet lieutenant 
colonel in 1866 for meritorious and distinguished services 
at Harts Island, N.Y., where cholera prevailed. Colonel 
Gibson was a surgeon of note, and made one of the first 
hip joint operations in this country. He was promoted 
captain and assistant surgeon in 1866, major and surgeon 
in 1877, lieutenant colonel and deputy surgeon general 
in 1894, and was retired for disability in the line of duty 
Nov. 15, 1895. He was advanced to colonel on the retired 
list for Civil War service April 23, 1904. Funeral serv- 
ices were held'at his late residence on Nov. 4, and the 
interment was in Arlington Cemetery on Nov. 5, with 
full military honors, the post chaplain at Fort Myer 
officiating. 

Chaplain Winfield Scott died very suddenly at eight 
p-m., Oct. 19, 1910, at the hospital in Phenix, Ariz., 
after an operation for blind strangulated hernia. The 
disability which caused his death was the result of an old 
wound received during the Civil War, in which he was 
twice at the point of death from wounds inflicted, once 
about to be left upon the battlefield as one who could not 
survive to be sent in. It was thought that his last illness 
was only a temporary one, but when it soon became 
evident that he could not live without an operation he 
was taken from his home in Scottsdale to the hospital at 
Phenix. He rallied from the operation and seemed 
cheerful, but an hour later passed away. Mrs, Scott was 
hastily summoned from San Diego, where the family had 
spent the summer, and the Chaplain was planning to 
complete and dedicate a chapel he was erecting. Mrs. 
Scott did not reach Phenix until Friday morning, Oct. 
21. The funeral services were conducted from the Bap- 
tist Church by the Rev. C. J. Banks. The gray casket 
was draped with the flag which he loved and a profusion 
of flowers. The casket was borne to the cemetery and 
placed in a vault by the old G.A.R.’s.. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. Dr. Wilkinson, post chaplain, and an eloquent 
address given by Gen. A. J. Sampson. Then, as Chaplain 
Seott had requested often of his. comrades, “Sound no 
taps over my remains, but the reveille of the glad morn- 
ing that will greet me on the other shore.” His remains 
were deposited temporarily, to be later removed to San 
Diego, where only last Memorial Day he bought a lot 
in the Grand Army plot. Chaplain Scott has many 
friends, both in civil and military life, who will feel his 
loss deeply. Beside the widow, the Chaplain left three 
daughters—Mrs. Albright, wife of Capt. F. H. Albright, 
25th U.S. Inf.; Mrs. E. D. Flint, of Los Gatos, Cal., and 
Mrs. Le Grande Turner, Haywards, Cal. Five sisters 
in New York survive him, one brother in Oklahoma and 
one in California.. Major Scott was a captain, 126th 
N.Y. Volunteer Infantry, Aug. 9, 1862. He took part in 
the battle of Harper’s Ferry, Sept. 12-15, 1862, and was 
severely wounded while leading his company in a charge. 
He was assistant. provost marshal of Abercrombie’s 
Division at Centerville, Va., from February until June, 
1863, and took part in the battle of Gettysburg in Han- 
cock’s 2d A.C., July 2-5; was twice wounded, his com- 
pany losing sixty per cent. in killed and wounded, and 
it retook a battery of five guns from General Parksdale 
lost by General Sickles’ Corps. He was in the battles 
of Augurn Ford and Bristoe Station, Va., Oct. 14, 1863, 
and at Bristoe volunteered with his company and took 
McIntosh Battery of five guns from the enemy, and 
with the assistance of others brought all the guns within 
our lines. He was in the engagement of Morton’s Ford, 
Feb. 6, 1864; commanded the 125th and 126th Regiments, 
N.Y. Volunteers, through the battles of the Wilderness, 
Potomac River, Todd’s Tavern and Spottsylvania Court- 
house, Va., from May 5 to May 18, 1864. He was 
severely wounded twice at Spottsylvania Courthouse; 
was recommended by brigade and division commanders, 
and was endorsed unanimously by the war committee of 
his district for the coloneley of his regiment, but was 
mustered out Sept. 28, 1864, on account of wounds 
before promotion was received. He was appointed 
chaplain, U.S, Army, July 27, 1882, and was retired on 
account of wounds March 26, 1898. He was promoted to 
rank of major on the retired list in 1904 for Civil War 
service. He was a graduate of the University and the 
Theological Seminary at Rochester, N.Y., July 11, 1861, 
and married to Helen Louise Brown the same day. He 
served as pastor of prominent churches at Syracuse, 
N.Y., Leavenworth, Kas., Denver, Colo., San Francisco, 
Cal., Los Angeles, Cal., and other cities. He received the 
degree of D.D. from California College 1870. He has 
served as chaplain of the Pacific Coast Commandery, 


M.O.1..L.U.8..; department chaplain of California and 
Arizona; chaplain of the G.A.R., Post Phenix; chaplain 
of the National Guard, Arizona, and as chaplain-in-chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. He was a forceful 
speaker. In the Twentieth Legislature he was a member 
of the Assembly, and when he presented the anti-gambling 
bill, then defeated but since adopted, he stood almost 
alone in its defense. 

Col. J. Graham Gardiner, a volunteer of the Civil 
War, died Nov. 9, 1910, in New York city. He joined 
the 7th New York in 1861. He served on the staff of 
Gen, Benjamin Butler in 1862. He was a member of the 
Veterans of the 7th Regiment and of the M.O.L.L.U.S. 
and Lafayette Post, G.A.R. 

Gen. Charles Cleveland Dodge, son of the late Mr. 
William E. Dodge, philanthropist and benefactor of the 
Y.M.C.A., died Nov. 4, 1910, in New York city. With 
the opening of the Civil War he enlisted in the Army, and 
in 1861 received the commission of captain in the New 
York Mounted Rifles, rising to the rank of colonel, and 
later was promoted to brigadier general of Volunteers. 
He saw considerable active service, and was seriously 
wounded in a land engagement on the day of the fight 
between the Monitor and the Merrimac, and resigned his 
commission in June, 1863. He was the first president 
of the New York and Boston Cape Cod Canal Company, 
and remained in that position up to the time of his 
death. Efe was a member of the New York Yacht Club, 
the Union Club and the University and Yale Alumni 
clubs. General Dodge leaves two children, Mr. Charles 
Stuart Dodge and Mrs. Ethel Sanger, wife of Col. Will- 
iam Cary Sanger. His surviving brothers are Mr. Anson 
G. P. Dedge and the Rev. Dr. D. Stuart Dodge.

AVIATION MEET AT BALTIMORE. 


The most striking aviation event of the week was the 
flight of Hubert Latham, the French birdman, over the 
city of Baltimore, in connection with the tournament 
held there after the postponement necessitated by the 
violent storm of last week. The flight was at 
noon of Noy. 7 for a prize of $5,000 offered by the 
Evening Sun, of Baltimore, and for $500 extra offered 
by the bedridden millionaire, Ross Winans, if the aviator 
would come near enough to his house to be seen by the 
invalid. Latham rose from the tournament ground at 
Halethorpe and flew across the city and: then back with- 
out a stop, after making a figure eight close to the 
Winans home. He was in the air 42 minutes and 10 
seconds. Business in the city was practically suspended, 
as the flight was scheduled for the lunch hour, so that 
everybody might enjoy the sight. About half a million 
people saw the dangerous feat performed. ‘The wind 
varied in velocity from seven to fifteen miles an hour 
during the flight. Latham used a French Antoinette 
monoplane. 

Secretary of War Dickinson accepted an invitation of 
Count Jacques de Lesseps to make a flight from the 
Halethorpe aviation field on Thursday, Army and 
Navy day at Halethorpe. Mr. Dickinson was one 
of a distinguished party that came from Washington 
to Halethorpe by special train. Others in the party 
included Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff; 
Brigadier General Allen, Chief of the Signal Corps: 
Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., Admiral Dewey 
and Postmaster General Hitchcock. Every embassy and 
legation in Washington were represented at the tourna- 
ment. Special exhibitions of bomb throwing and rifle 
shooting from aeroplanes were made for the benefit of 
the visitors. 

At the aviation meeting at Baltimore, Md.. Noy. 10, it 
was certainly a military day. Brig, Gen. James Allen, 
U.S.A., Chief Signal Officer of the Army, made an ascent 
with Comte de Lesseps in his Blériot machine, and on 
alighting announced that the War Department was about 
to ask for bids for aeroplanes capable of carrying 600 
pounds of explosives. Hubert Latham, in the Antoinette, 
soared over a model on the ground of an outlined deck 
representing the battleship Delaware, dropping bombs on 
its deck, one of which theoretically destroyed the 800-foot 
long Dreadnought. All six of his bombs, which were 
about the size of an orange, hit the ship, but they were 
dropped from a height of only 200 feet. Drexel, in his 
Blériot, was the next to drop his six bombs, and at a 
height of only about 150 feet. Every bomb hit the target. 

Next followed an interesting exhibition of small-arms 
practice from the flying machines from a height of about 
150 feet. A ten-foot square target of white canvas was 
placed flat on the ground. In its center was a black 
bull’s-eye with three rings around it. The bull’s-eye 
bore the numeral V. The rings, from the center forward, 
were numbered 4, 3 and 2. Latham, who had borrowed 
a policeman’s revolver, headed straight for the spot of 
white, flying one hundred feet up in the air. When over 
the target he fired twice and soared back. Then he 
swooped down on the target again, firing twice and 
circling back to try it again. He went at it the third 
time with the speed of an express train. firing one shot 
and wheeling back. Going down with the wind a fourth 
time, and heeling over as he reached the target, Latham 
fired twice. He made two hits. striking circles 3 and 2. 

Capt. John De P. Douw. of the Maryland National 
Guard, with a Springfield rifle, went up with Comte de 
Lesseps. Captain Douw found his quarters rather 
cramped and had to fire through a square porthole in the 
bottom of the machine. Thus he could not see his target 
until the machine swept over it. He fired his first shot 
as the craft was careening in the wind. On the second 
lap the Blériot went so fast and his vision was so ob- 
structed that Captain Douw sailed over the target before 
he could see it. On the third lap he fired a second shot. 
Later the judges found that the Captain came within 
four feet of the target. The Postmaster General, Frank 
H. Hitchcock, made a flight with Comte Jacques de 
Lesseps and enjoyed it. 

Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, Lieut. Col. L. W. VY. 
Kennon, 14th U.S. Inf., and Major George O. Squier, 
Signal Corps, U.S.A, were among those present at the 
meet. Lieut. Gerard Harmer, of the British army, who 
was among the military spectators, was not very much 
impressed with the utility of the machines for warfare. 
and so expressed himself, especially as the bomb throwing 
was done at so small an elevation. 

In_an attempt to reach a height of ten thousand feet 
on Nov. 9 at the Baltimore meet “Arch” Hoxsey, in a 
Wright biplane. had a narrow escape from death. His 
motor stopped at a height of 5,330 feet, and it was onlv 
by verv skilful handling of his planes in gliding to earth 
that the aviator escaped injury. 

AVIATION NOTES. 

Some day next week an effort will be made by the 
Navy Department to determine whether an aeroplane 
can rise from a ship. The aviator who will make the 
flight is Mr. Ely and the vessel selected for the experi- 
ment is the scont cruiser Birmingham. 

The National Aeronautic Reserve has established a 
station at Columbia University, New York, and a course 
of lectures will be given there this year to the students 
on the subject of flving and the theoretical side of the 
principle of the aeroplane. A flying machine is to be 
purchased for the use of the students interested in the 
subject. The Aeronautic Reserve is. composed of most 





all the aviators, Army officers and many prominent citi- 
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zens and public officials. ‘The War Department has 
already —— two staff officers to arrange plans for 

8 organization. : 
nme French Ministry of War has issued regulations for 
the prize competition of military aeroplanes, in which 
$240,000 will be awarded as prizes. The machines must 
be constructed entirely in France. The entries will close 
on Jan. 1. The tests will begin next October. 

For the benefit of aeronauts an elaborate ‘system of 
mapping out the country is being worked out in France. 
Whitewashed figures sixty feet square are to be laid 
down. at every village, chateau and landmark. These will 
indicate to the airman his position. Figures of the size 
adopted are easily discernible in clear weather from the 
top of the Eiffel Tower, a height of nearly one thousand 
feet. The first aerial route to be marked out will be 
from Paris to Chalons Camp, one of the most popular 

airmen. 

—— interest in aviation is demonstrated by the 
registration in Tokio of 700 flying machine patents. The 
model submitted by Baron Iga is patterned after the 
dragon fiy. Two pairs of wings are arranged separately 
upon the same level, and are so constructed as to flap or 
remain stationary at the will of the operator. The in- 
ventor claims his machine can do what no foreign aero- 
plane has so far accomplished—maintain its position in 
the air without moving. It yet lacks a practical test. 


THE LAST FIGHT AGAINST COCHISE. 


To THE EprTror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

If the writer of the article, “Fort Bowie Passing Into 
History,” printed in your JouRNAL last month, wishes 
to be historically correct, he may accept this statement. 
I take the following paragraph from the aforesaid article: 

“Chief Cochise himself and a few of his followers took 
refuge in the San Bernardino Mountains, in Old Mexico, 
where, after a few years, he went to the happy hunting 
grounds. The men who commanded the Cavalry which 
made the last fight against Cochise later became famous 
in the battles of San Juan and El Can Ay 

In 1872, when I went to Arizona, Cochise was occupy- 
ing his wick-i-up in the Dragoon Mountains, and in that 
same domicile he died in the summer of ’74 or ’75. I 
was stationed at Camp Bowie, and frequently rode down 
to Cochise’s reservation, and it happened I had visited 
the old chief in his wick-i-up ten days before he died. 
Cochise had made a treaty with General Howard prior 
to my coming to Arizona, which he faithfully kept. There- 
fore he gave General Crook no trouble. Not until the 
Geronimo war, long after Cochise’s death, did General 
Crook fight the old chief’s band. Possibly the true his- 
tory of this unnecessary, yes, in some respects disgraceful, 
war (Geronimo) may some time be written. It would 
be very interesting to learn who the officers are, or were, 
who fought Cochise and later fought at San Juan and 
El Caney. I am not questioning this statement; only it 
occurred to me that the officers “commanding” the 
Cavalry in “Cochise’s last fight” were on the retired list 
or in their graves in 1898. 








ARIZONA. 


Cochise, the great war chief of the Chiracahua Apache 
Indians, died at Camp Bowie, A.T., June 8, 1874. An 
account of his death and funeral will be found in the 
ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL of July 11, 1874, page 758. 
He had been sick for about six weeks, and was reduced 
to a mere skeleton. He had an idea that he was be- 
witched, and in order to break the spell the war chiefs 
and others, under the direction of his medicine man, kept 
up all the noise they could make by singing and drumming 
on beef hides stretched over sticks, so as to make some- 
thing like a drum, night and day, during his whole 
sickness. He said the spirits of the white men that he 
had killed were haunting him. There is little doubt that 
his disease originated from drinking tizwin, which is 
made from ground corn, fermented, and drunk in large 
quantities on an empty stomach. Indians frequently 
fast forty-eight hours before indulging, that the liquor 
may have the desired effect. The morning after his 
death Cochise was washed and painted in war style, 
placed on his favorite horse, one of his chiefs getting up 
behind to hold him on, his four most noted subchiefs 
preceding, his family and others of the tribe following 
him. ‘They marched twelve miles to his grave, no one 
but those who were of the tribe’s blood being allowed to 
attend The grave was very large. On the bottom were 
laid blankets, and he was rolled up in a pair of very 
handsome blankets. They weighed forty-two pounds and 
had his name woven into the texture. The sides of the 
grave were walled up about three feet with stone. His 
rifle and arms, as well as other articles of value, were 
laid beside him. Above his body were placed’ more 
blankets, then mescal poles resting on the walls of his 
grave. Covering these were skins to prevent dirt falling 
through; then the grave was filled with stones and dirt. 
His favorite horse was shot within 200 yards of his 
grave, another horse was killed about one mile away, and 
a third animal was shot about two miles distant. This 
was done with the idea that he will find a horse when 
he needs it in the spirit land. The family and relatives 
destroyed all the clothing that they had, and the tribe 
destroyed all the stores that they had to eat, so that they 
were without food for about forty-eight hours.—EprrTor.

THE INFANTRYMAN. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

To write of the infantryman is to write of the army, 
for the reason that the infantry is the only arm of any 
army capable of acting alone in great military under- 
takings. The infantry is the body; the auxiliary arms 
are the arms and legs. Sever an arm or a leg, or even 
both legs, and the body is still capable of performing 
many important functions; but seriously injure the body, 
and tke arms and legs are rendered useless. McCormick, 
in “The Tragedy of Russia” (Vol. 1, page 396), says: 
“Tt was the infantry, who remain the reliance and bul- 
wark of armies through all the metamorphoses of fire- 
arms and the advance of science—the man with the rifle 
and bayonet and camp fire, who clings to the dirt where 
he crouches.” : 

The lessons of our wars, prolonged unnecessarily and 
at great expense by the use of untrained or partially 
trained troops, have been ignored. Moreover, as far as 
Infantry is concerned, the military authorities have had 
to combat a widespread and unfortunate impression that 
Infantry may be quickly and easily extemporized: 
whereas the experience of foreign Powers has conclu- 
sively demonstrated that the proper training of infantry 
is a question of much time and attention. It is an arm 
of precise and clean-cut movement. Its training must be 
such as to admit of the handling of large bodies of men 





with an absolute absence of confusion. On the field of 
battle the actions of each individual must be ‘at every 
moment under the absolute direction of his superiors. 
In the seeming confusion of an engagement, where men 
are often widely separated, absolute order and control 
must be preserved. Such a condition may be attained 
only at the expense of long hours of tedious drill, wherein 
discipline is instilled into the man to such an extent that 
he moves instinctively to his place, plays the part as- 
signed by him and obeys the voice of command, whether he 
wishes to or not. He must be taught to regard himself 
as a cog in a mechanism, a unit in a whole, whose 
efficiency depends upon the perfection of its team work. 
Moreover, the profession of the soldier requires, above all, 
physical perfection; without it he is not only of little 
value as a fighting unit, but quickly becomes a handicap 
to his comrades. onths must be consumed in building 
up the physique capable of marching and fighting, and 
continuing to march and fight, even though hungry or 
sick, and with every muscle and nerve in the body in 
open rebellion against further effort. Consequently the 
physical examination of men entering the Army is, of 
necessity, rigid, and the soldier is such a specimen of 
physical manhood that a life insurance company never 
rejects one on the active list.

A 
man complained of complete loss of sight and was led 
about by his wife, limping along and making a truly 
piteous picture. To test his sight, he was asked to pick 
up a wax vesta from the floor. He groped about for 
some time all around it, but failed to find it. He was 
then told to dress, and meanwhile the doctor pushed a 
black safety pin he had been wearing off the table on to 
the black floor. He proceeded with his toilet, and 
presently, quite innocently, stooped down and picked up 
the black pin from the dark floor without the least hesi- 
tation. This resulted in his losing his case against his 
employers.

2, 1901 (31 Stat., 756), subject to examination as required 
by law to fill an existing vacancy, but who fails to pass his 
examination and thus loses his opportunity to fill said va- 
cancy and reverts to the grade he vacated, is entitled to the 
pay of the grade to which he was promoted during the period 
he held such promotion.’’ 

The Comptroller, after quoting various laws, says: ‘‘An 
officer’s promotion by the President subject to examination 
as authorized by the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, is on condition 
that he be found qualified, and if by the examination it be 
shown that he was incompetent for promotion he is suspended 
from promotion for one year from the date of the vacancy 
and the vacancy has not been filled, and upon such facts I do 
not think he is entitled to the higher pay for any period. 
The decision by the auditor is disapproved.’’

A number of important questions were discussed at a 
conference of the commandants of the large navy yards 
which was held at Washington this week. It is under- 
stogd that the commandants were instructed to prepare 
reperts on the results of the reorganization under the 
Meyer plan and to formulate further recommendations. 
In all probability the reports of the commandants will be 
no small part of the testimony that will be made before 
the House Committee on the reorganization. By the 
provisions of last session’s bill, the Meyer plan was given 
a year’s trial. At the end of this time there is an under- 
standing in the committee that the Secretary is to place 
his goods on exhibition. Largely upon the showing made 
at the hearings next session will depend the outcome of 
the controversy. The commandants, it is understood, 
were also asked to express their opinion upon the advis- 
ability of abolishing the smaller yards. The information 
that they furnish on this subject will also be submitted 
to the comniittee when legislation for the abolishment of 
the yards is under consideration. The commandants also 
discussed a scheme for uniform methods of administration 
in the yards. A report on this will also be made to the 
Navy Department,

that has been placed upon the Philippine horses. The 
disease of sura is now under control in the Philippines. 
It was thought, when the islands were occupied at first, 
that there was no relief from the disease, but it has been 
discovered that arsenic is a positive cure for sura. Atten- 
tion is called to the fact that the same disease exists in 
India, but the British army has it under control, and 
horses are being transported between Engiand and India 
without restrictions. The quarantine against horses in 
the Philippines has proved to be a very serious matter 
to the mounted service. Some of the best horses in the 
Army have been Icft in the Philippines, and it has been 
a very expensive matter to the officers and the Govern- 
ment. 





The General Staff has under consideration a new de- 
sign for a Service cap. It is of olive drab and has a 
wider crown than the caps that are now issued to the 
Army. The crown is to be kept in shape by a light wire 
in the top. It is proposed to dispense with the khaki 
cap entirely and wear only the olive drab. The olive 
drab cap is more presentable and can be worn with either 
kind of uniform.

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The situation at Amapala on Nov. 10 remained un- 
changed. The gunboat Yorktown has arrived there to 
Telieve the Princeton. Valladares, the dismissed port 
commandante, who refuses to be removed, is still in con- 
trol of his fortified island, but has been lost sight of in 
the new developments. 








The Londcn Engineer believes that too much has been 
done to make the conquest of the air “spectacular”; that 
real progress in this department of activity must be made 
by “steady, humdrum work,” and that “the praise of the 
public and the winning of prizes should be forgotten.” 
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THE SERVICES AND THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


Fear is expressed that the Democratic victory on Tues- 
day in the Congressional election will mean two and 
pessibly three lean years for the Navy. In reaching this 
conclusion it is assumed that the Democratic leaders will 
pursue the same policy when they are in control of the 
House as they did when they were in the minority. In the 
next Congress Representative Lemuel P. Padgett, of 
Tennessee, will probably be chairman of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. He is the ranking Democratic member 
on the committee and has always taken a deep interest 
in naval affairs. Mr. Padgett is one of the strongest 
members on the Democratic side, a clear thinker and an 
aggressive debater. But he has shown himself inclined 
in recent years to curtail the naval program. Last ses- 
sion Mr. Padgett was opposed to the construction of any 
battleships. He accepted, as a compromised measure, a 
program for one battleship and in a minority report 
recommended this. 

Of course, not all the Democratic members are op- 
posed to a larger Navy, In fact, Representative Rich- 
mond P. Hobson, of Alabama, is one of the most en- 
thusiastic advocates of a !arger Navy. But there are 
enough peace advocates on the Republican side to more 
than offset the Democrats of the Hobson type. There 
is not the least dovbt that the prospects for maintaining 
a two-battleship program with the Democrats in control 
of the House is not encouraging. 

Even in the last session of the present Congress, before 
the Demccrats come into control, trouble is ahead for 
the larger Navy advocates. Of course, the Navy was not 
an issue in the campaign, but the results of the last 
election have discredited Colonel Roosevelt, one of its most 
powerful supporters, before the country, and no longer 
will a word from him have much weight with Congress. 
Tn fact, the class of statesmen who are always trimming 
their sails to the wind will now turn against many of the 
things which Colonel Roosevelt stood for as readily as 
they supported them when they thought that the ex- 
President was the most popular man in the country. 

Of course, President Taft will be as uncompromising 
in his advocacy of the two-battleship program as he was 
last session. But it is a question as to whether the Re- 
publicans who retire March 4 will respond to the call 
of the administration with the same promptness that 
they did in the last session. 

Naval personnel legislation and reorganization will 
be affected by the change in the control of the House. 
Just what course Chairman Foss will take in dealing 
with these matters is now of course largely a matter of 
speculation. His mind has been so taken up with the 
fight to retain his seat that he has given no attention to 
the reorganization nor any other legislation pending be- 
fore the committee. It was originally planned to hold 2 
special meeting of the Naval Affairs Committee in No- 
vember before Congress convenes to consider a reor- 
ganization bill, but all the members of the Naval Affairs 
Committee were so engrossed with the campaign that it 
was impossible to make arrangements for the meeting. 

In reorganization matters the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee has not divided along partisan lines. On most things 
Chairman Foss has had the support of Representatives 
Padgett and Hobson. When the Democrats take control 
of the House the new Speaker will completely reorganize 
the Service committees. On that account it is impossible 
at this time to forecast the policy of any committee. A 
majority of the Democrats on the Naval Committee are 
now inclined to favor the Newberry plan of reorganiza- 
tion. Further than this it will be almost impossible to keep 
party politics from creeping into the proceedings of the 
committee. At least a Democratic committee will not 
feel bound to carry out the policy of a Republican ad- 
ministration. If it doés it will be the first committee 
that has given an administration of opposite polities 
any support. 

If Congress does not pass some personnel legislation 
for the Army at the next session there is no prospect of 
its going through for two years. The Democrats in 
Congress have been united in their opposition to all bills . 
to increase the efficiency of the Army. Of course, if the 
Democratic party should remain permanently in the 
majority it would eventually adopt a more liberal policy 
toward the Army. But this will not come in the first 
Democratic Congress, and not until the party is firmly 
entrenched in the executive, as well as the legislative, 
branch of the Government. Realizing that they are facing 
such a condition, it is understood that President Taft 
and Secretary Dickinson will make special efforts to 
secure some legislation for the Army at this session. 
President Taft has approved the bill for 612 additional 
officers as it has been outlined in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL from time to time. Secretary Dickinson,

although he has not had time to read it, is committed to 
legislation along the lines of the new bill. From reports 
received at the War Department, the officers of the state 
Militia can be depended upon to exert their influence in 
support of the measure. They are anxious to secure 
instructors from the Regular Army, and will do what 
they can to secure the passage of the bill. 
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RESULTS OF THE NOVEMBER ELECTIONS. 

The election of last Tuesday has given the Democrats 
control of the House in the next Congress, which 
commences its first session in December, 1911, unless 
earlier called in extra session. The exact majority is not 
yet positively determined, but is something over fifty—a 
majority that may prove to be as troublesome to the 
Democrats as an unwieldy majority has been to the 
Republicans, giving provocation for divisions in the party 
ranks which would be less likely to occur if there was 
a mere fighting majority. It has been found difficult 
during the sixty-first Congress to secure the attendance 
of members of the majority, as they believed there would 
be enough always present to thwart the machinations of 
their opponents, but this, in two or three instances, did 
not prove to be the case. The coming Democratic 
majority is even larger than the present Republican 
majority of forty-two. 

According to the latest returns the next Senate will 
be composed of fifty Republicans and forty-two Dem- 
ocrats, a gain of nine for the Democrats. The Democrats 
have gained seats in the following states which are now 
represented by Republicans: Indiana (probably), Mis- 
souri, Montana, Nebraska, New Jersey, Ohio and West 
Virginia. In Maine a Democratic Legislature was 
chosen at the election in September, ensuring a Dem- 
ocratic snecessor to Senator Eugene Hale. Terms of 
thirty U.S. Senators, twenty-four Republicans and six 
Democrats, will expire March 8, 1911, and their successors 
will be chosen by incoming Legislatures elected Nov. 8. 
The Senate at present is composed of fifty-eight Repub- 
licans and thirty-two Democrats. ‘Two vacancies have 
been caused by the deaths of Senator Dolliver, of Iowa, 
Republican, and Senator McEnery, Democrat, of 
Louisiana. 

As the Republicans retain a small majority in the 
Senate, and will have control of the executive, at least 
until the close of the sixty-second Congress, the Dem- 
ocrats have not yet secured a free hand for legislation. 
As a result of this division of control it is not probable 
that much new legislation of any sort will be adopted 
until after the next Presidential election, although the 
Republicans have control in Congress until March next. 
Members who have failed of re-election will be more 
disposed to attend to their private affairs than to public 
business, and the Republican members who continue in 
Congress will be very busy in reorganizing their shattered 
ranks. Under these conditions, as the present Congress 
will be in session only ten weeks, little more can be done 
in its final session than to pass the appropriation bills. 

The political change is, of course, of chief significance 
in its effect upon the Northern states, where the Dem- 
ocrats have not only succeeded in electing their Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, but in securing more Democratic 
Governors, a8 in the Republican states of New York, 
Maine, Massachusetts, New Jersey and Ohio. Democratic 
Legislatures have succeeded Republican in Maine, Mis- 
souri, Montana, Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, Ohio 
and West Virginia. Other states are in doubt at this 
writing. 

We shall miss some familiar faces in Congress, but 
we shall still find there Joseph G. Cannon, Butler Ames, 
PD. R. Anthony, jr., Richard Bartholdt, the veteran Henry 
H. Bingham, E. D. Crumpacker, John Dalzell, D. A. 
Driscoll, George E. Foss, E. J. Hill, Richmond P. Hob- 
son, Julius Kahn, J, Warren Keifer, Nicholas Long- 
worth, George A. Loud, H. C. Loudenslager, William B. 
McKinley, Victor Murdock, Sereno E. Payne, H. T. 
Rainey, Ernest W. Roberts, Isaac R. Sherwood, James 
L. Slayden, William Sulzer, John W. Weeks and others 
active in the present Congress. We shall miss Henry 8. 
Boutell, Adin B, Capron, Hamilton Fish, John A. T. 
Hull, J. Van Vechten Olcott and some others, but the 
changes have been largely among members not especially 
noticeable in their influence on Service legislation. 
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NAVY PAY AND CONSTRUCTION CORPS. 


Secretary Meyer has not given any serious considera- 
tion to the suggestion that the Pay and Construction 
Corps be consolidated with the line. An academic dis- 
cussion of this proposition has been in progress in the 
Navy for the last four or five years. The proposition 
to consolidate the Construction Corps with the line has 
quite a number of friends, both in and out of the corps, 
but few officers think that the absorption of the Pay 
Corps by the line would increase the efficiency of the 
Service. 

There is no prospect of passing any legislation looking 
toward the consolidation of the Construction and Pay 
Corps with the line of the Navy, according to one of the 
members of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, who 
arrived in Washington the day after election. The sug- 
gestion had never been made to the committee that the 
Pay Corps should become part of the line, although the 
proposition for the consolidation of the Construction 
Corps and the line has been discussed for two or three 
years. “I do not want to speak for the entire committee,” 
he said, “but I firmly believe that no serious consideration 





will be given to either proposition at this session. I 
doubt seriously if the Pay Corps will ever be consolidated 
with the line. In order to qualify Annapolis graduates 
for commissions in the corps it would be necessary to 
change the course of ‘study at the Academy. There 
should be a bookkeeping and business course, so that 
cadets could become expert accountants when they were 
detailed as a paymaster. It seems to me utter nonsense 
for the Government to spend money educating officers 
for the Pay Corps at Annapolis when it is able to draw 
on the best commercial institutions of the country for 
expert accountants and young business men.’ On account 
of the honor of serving in the Navy a great many bright 
accountants will accept a position at a great deal less 
pay than they receive in civil life. As far as I am con- 
cerned, I can see absolutely no reason why the Govern- 
ment should shut the door to accountants and business 
men of civil life. Such young men, in my opinion, are 
better qualified for the Pay Corps than are Annapolis 
graduates.” 

Commenting upon the impracticable suggestion as to 
this consolidation, the New Orleans Picayune, recalling 
the halcyon days when the Navy was regarded as one of 
the most conservative of our public institutions, says: “It 
is about time that all this sort of agitation within the 
Navy be stopped and that the agitators be sat down 
upon good and hard. There is very small probability 
that Congress will give such projects any consideration, 
but the constant demands and agitation are hurting the 
Navy and weakening its influence with Congress, so that 
it is becoming harder each year to obtain favorable con- 
sideration of absolutely essential projects.” 


AN OFFSET TO THE SCHOOL HAGUE DAY. 

A beautiful and patriotic offset to the ridiculous Hague 
Day celebration in the public schools was the meeting 
of children in the Old South Meeting House, in Boston, 
on Nov. 4, when former Governor Curtis Guild, jr., 
delivered an address on “‘Flags” to boys and girls from 
all parts of the city. Youthful enthusiasm made the 
somber walls of the historic edifice ring again and again. 
The eager faces of the children shone with delighted 
interest as Mr. Guild told in characteristic fashion the 
story of the Stars and Stripes and what the emblem 
means in the world’s history. 

It was the “Children’s Hour,’ and the youngsters 
filled every seat of the old church, the Evening Transcript 
tells us. They listened with great attention to an open- 
ing selection by an orchestra from the Perkins Institution 
for the Blind, stationed in the gallery, and joined in the 
singing of “America” as if their very lives depended on 
the volume of sound. Miss Katherine P. Loring, who 
presided, then spoke of the generosity of Mrs, Mary 
Hemenway, who made it possible for this place to be 
used for such gatherings, and paid a tribute to the late 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe in words of appealing tenderness. 
Then everybody sang her “Battle Hymn of the Republic.’ 

Mr. Guild adapted his address to his youthful listeners 
as he told of the many symbols carried by the nations, 
from the times when the Romans raised a bale of hay 
aloft; when Ivan the Terrible adopted the two-headed 
eagle; the Crusaders marched beneath the oriflamme of 
Charlemagne; the Saracens waved their crescent or 
horses’ tails, and on down to the flag of America. He 
asked the children to remember that the Stars and Stripes 
is among the oldest flags in the world; that there are 
only two older, the flag of Holland and that of Denmark, 
which is the oldest that flies to-day over any nation. 
The children shouted with delight at the sight of the flag 
which was carried at the battle of Bunker Hill, and they 
broke out again when Mr. Guild described the Massa- 
chusetts flag, with its Indian hunter representing “the 
unhappy savages,” whom King Charles hoped the colonists 
would lead to Christianity. The very motto beginning 
“This arm is hostile to tyrants” shows, he said, that no 
country was ever founded under a nobler or more lofty 
doctrine. 

He told what sacrifices had been made by men and 
women to keep the flag unsullied, and said that if the 
kings of foreign nations uncover when the flag of their 
country goes by, any American may well be ashamed to 
stand with his hat on. He urged everyone to rise with 
the first note of “The Star-Spangled Banner,” since it 
is the national hymn of America. The singing of this 
hymn brought the exercises to a close. The children 
were loth to leave, and troops of them hung round the 
platform eager to take Mr. Guild by the hand and express 
their hesitating but none the less appreciative thanks. 
A beautiful reproduction of John Elliott’s portrait of 
Mrs, Julia Ward Howe was enclosed in each program. 

We submit to the intelligent judgment of sensible men 
and women the question whether such a meeting as the 
one we have described is not far more in keeping with 
American character, with true American ideals, with 
American traditions, than the milk and water stuff that 
is handed out to the children of the country on May 18, 
which has been set aside as Hague Day in the schools. 
Compare the rapt and pulse-quickening interest with 
which the little ones listened to tales of the flag with 
the perfunctory attention they give to hollow and mean- 
ingless platitudes about the beauties of an impossible 
universal peace, uttered by some speaker who knows 
little of the subject on which he or she is speaking. When 
every boy in the room is eager to go out and beat his 
neighbor in football, baseball or some other game, repre- 
senting. the ever-continuing conflict of earthly existences, 
what does he care about being told that a cannon shot 





costs: mote than a small house, that so many men are 
killed in battle {in this country some infinitely small: 
proportion of those killed in the activities of peace], and 
more of that kind of misleading talk? 

“The Battle Hymn of the Republic,” which the children 
sang in Boston so enthusiastically, sings ever of war, 
of the Lord’s “terrible, swift sword,” of “a. fiery gospel 
writ in burnished rows of steel,” of seeing the Lord in 
the “watch fires of a hundred circling camps,” and of 
hearing the sounding forth of “the trumpet that~ shall 
never call retreat.” This magnificent poem, one of the 
finest of all languages, was. inspired, not by dwelling 
on the reign of universal peace, but by seeing soldiers of 
the Union Army in the first year of the Civil War near 
Washington in a parade and by hearing some of them 
march as they sang “John Brown’s Body.” ‘To the 
poetess the bayonets and the swords represented the power 
of right, and this power, she felt, must triumph at what- 
ever cost. 

Let any real American contrast the address of Mr. 
Guild with the speech of Prof. P. P. Claxton, of the 
University of Tennessee, before the Peace -Society in 
Boston last July, when he declaimed against making a 
fetish of a flag that was merely a piece of colored cloth, 
and which meant nothing more than any other piece of 
bunting, and then let him ask himself which kind of 
sentiments the children of the country should have pre- 
sented to them. We know the answer that he will give 
and that all parents will give if the matter is brought 
squarely before them. 

We know of no better time than the present to suggest 
that the friends of real patriotism should see to it that 
the Hague Day celebration in the schools is offset in 
every state of the Union by school exercises like those 
in which the ex-Goverior of Massachusetts took part, as 
we have just described them. The unpatriotic moves of 
the peace crusaders should be met by measures in no 
degree less forceful and enthusiastic, to enforce upon the 
children of the nation a love for the national emblem, 
to teach them to loath and detest any attempt to lessen 
the regard and affection for the Stars and Stripes, and 
to make ugly and cheap by contrast the efforts of the 
peace faddists to impose their chimerical ideas upon 
the minds of the rising generation. Our patriotic 
societies can do no better work than to take action in 
furthering the project to have such a counter celebration 
on Flag Day in every school in the land so that it will 
destroy in its incipiency this germ of unpatriotism which 
is seeking lodgment in the characters of the American 
children. 
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The unfortunate occurrence in the Texas National 
Guard, whereby Sergt. J. D. Manley, of the 3d Regiment, 
has been sentenced to imprisonment for life for fatally 
bayoneting a spectator who attempted to pass into a 
forbidden enclosure during a visit of President Taft to 
Dallas, emphasizes the folly of ordering out National 
Guardsmen to perform ordinary police duty, and also 
shows the necessity of a law in every state to protect 
Guardsmen from criminal procedure when in performance 
of military duty where a resort to force is necessary. 
Sergeant Manley was ordered out to perform a specific 
duty as a Guard and was armed with his rifle with 
bayonet fixed. Under the circumstances it showed a 
grave lack of judgment on the part of the officer in com- 
mand to order any man on guard with a knife bayonet 
on his piece, whose edges are’ of razorlike sharpness, 
among a crowd of peaceful citizens. However, the man 
was given a specific order, and when a spectator en- 
deavored to disobey it the soldier used the weapon with 
which he was armed to.enforce the order. Had. the 
bayonet not been fixed he could have used the rifle 
as club, or have used the butt of it against the ‘stomach 
of the intruder with sufficient effect. The great mistake, 
however, was in ordering out military to perform police 
duty. They are not trained to it, and if armed with a 
rifle must naturally use it to enforce orders just as the 
policeman would his club when necessary. If the soldier 
had not carried out. his orders to prevent persons from 
intruding on forbidden ground he would have been guilty 
of disobedience of orders and subject to court-martial. If 
the soldier had been at once placed in military arrest and 
tried by court-martial after he ran his bayonet into the 
citizen the civil courts, under the decision in the Grafton 
ease, would have been prevented from taking action. It 
behooves every state in the Union to have a clearly de- 
fined law for the protection of its officers and men in 
the performance of duty, and the law of New York fur- 
nishes an excellent example in this respect. This law 
provides that members of the Militia ordered into active 
service of the state by any proper authority shall not be 
liable, civilly or criminally, for any act or acts done by 
them while on duty.

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PACIFIC COAST COAL AND THE NAVY. 


Mining interests on the Pacific coast have not been 
able to understand apparently why, if merchant vessels 
can use the coal of that coast, battleships cannot do 
likewise, and naturally they conclude that there is 
favoritism in the use of Hastern coal. Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Beekman Winthrop has sought to give 
the quietus to this impression by explaining at length, in 
a letter to the Railway and Marine News, of Seattle, 
just why the discrimination in favor of the East coast 
coal is made. Mr. Winthrop says: “No coals mined 
within the Pacific coast states, nor those from foreign 
countries, namely, Australia, British Columbia, Japan, 

_ ete. have yet been found to be suitable for use in the 
furnaces of a modern ship of war, as shown by exhaustive 
analyses and investigations made by the Geological 
Survey—Bureau of Mines—of all the principal mines 
and coals in that region. The space allowed aboard a 
battleship or cruiser for coal, ammunition, machinery, 
boilers, etc., is necessarily limited, and, in order to obtain 
the maximum steaming radius of each vessel, and conse- 
quently of the fleet, military efficiency demands and 
requires that nothing but the highest grade coals be 
used.” 

Mr. Winthrop says that the Department intends to 
continue its investigations, in the hope that some Pacific 
coast coal may be found which will avoid the present 
necessity for transporting coal from the Atlantic coast 
to the Pacific Ocean stations. The Department has 
already issued directions that actual steaming tests be 
made this fall in one or more of the large armored cruisers 
now on the Pacific coast. ‘The tests will be exhaustive, 
and will include several of the best grades of coals ob- 
tainable. ‘The Assistant Secretary points out that the 
vessels comprising the Pacific Fleet up to the year 1907 
were of comparatively small tonnage and horsepower, 
and it was customary to supply them with Cardiff coals— 
in a few instances Comox (British Columbia) coal was 
used—but as the vessels of the third and fourth rates 
were gradually displaced by armored cruisers with boilers 
of much higher power, it was necessary to furnish a 
better and higher efficiency coal. 

Mr. Winthrop in a similarly conclusive manner shows 
that the law under which the coal carrying contracts are 
let is such that the Department has been obliged to give 
the transportation of much of the coal to the Pacific 
Fleet to foreign bottoms. ‘This convincing statement of 
Mr. Winthrop ought to show the mining people of the 
Pacific Slope that their charges against the Navy De- 
partment have been uncalled-for, and have been calculated 
to do the Service much harm. It has been the position 
of the Army AND Navy JoURNAL throughout this con- 
troversy that the Department has been doing the best it 
could for all concerned under the law, and that the duty 
of the Pacific coast people who were dissatisfied was not 
to rail at the Department, but to seek to have the law 
changed. 

The Examiner, of San Francisco, under date of Oct. 
26, described the coaling at that port of the U.S.S. Cali- 
fornia, Colorado and Pennsylvania from the British 
freight steamer Camphill. The cargo of coal which the 
British ship carried was 6,104 tons from Norfolk, Va., 
and the reason the Camphill could afford to carry this 
coal at a lower rate than American vessels was, according 
to the Examiner, the subsidy which the British govern- 
ment gives the owners. This statement is not accurate, 
as the only subsidy given by the British government 1s 
for the carrying of mails and for the building of certain 
of the largest vessels after designs of the Admiralty, 
which will permit them to be changed into warships in 
the event of war. It is worth while asking, in this con- 
nection, whether the Pacific coast itself is doing what it 
should to encourage a merchant marine. We are impelled 
to make this inquiry by an editorial in the Railway and 
Marine News, of Seattle, of Nov. 1, which attacks Judge 
W. W. Black, the Democratic candidate for Congress 
against Representative William KE. Humphrey, for 
characterizing Mr. Humphrey's shipping bill as a graft 
measure. Our Seattle contemporary calls Mr. Humphrey 
“the foremost advocate of the American merchant marine 
on the floor of the House, where he has won national 
fame.” It says that Mr. Humphrey was “about to enter 
upon the most useful epoch of his public career,’ and yet 
we find so public-spirited 2 man being assailed as the 
friend of graft, because he advocates the granting of 
subsidies to ships, although his bill provided for the 
granting of mail subsidies only, and those to but five 
countries, namely, South America, the Philippines, Japan, 
China and Australasia. With the papers of the section 
filled with lamentations over the numerous ships that 
“are rotting at their wharves,’ because subsidy-fed rivals 
take the trade away from them, one would think that Mr. 
Humphrey would he the last man to be attacked. We 
are glad to see that Mr. Humphrey was re-elected on 
Nov. 8 
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BIDS FOR TORPEDOBOAT DESTROYERS. 


A very spirited contest and a great variety of bids 
appear in the proposals for the new torpedoboat de- 
stroyers, which were opened at the Navy Department 
Tuesday, Nov. 8. The bids range from $630,500 to 
$721,000. A decided preference is shown for the Dela- 
ware Breakwater course in a proviso placed in the bids. 
The contracts for the construction of the six destroyers 
authorized by the last session of Congress probably will 
be distributed among five shipyards on the Atlantic coast. 

The Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Com- 
pany submitted the lowest bid, offering to construct but 
one of the vessels. The highest proposals came from the 
Union Iron Works, of San Francisco, and the Maryland 
Steel Company, of Sparrows Point, Md, 

The bids were as follows, Class 1 being boats of the 
Department’s design and Class 3 boats with machinery 
of the company’s own design: 

Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Co.—Class. 1— 
One vessel. speed 29% knots, to be completed in twenty-four 
months, $635,000. If vessel is tried over Lewes-Delaware 
course, deduct $5,000 from price. Company estimates machin- 
ery weights to be twelve tons greater than amount estimated 
by Department. 

Bath Iron Works.—Class 1—One vessel, 30 knots, to be 
completed in twenty-four months, $669,750, or two vessels, 
$654,500 each. Class 3—29%% knots, one vessel, $655,500, 
or two, $630,500 each. 

Fore River Shipbuilding Co.—Class 3—-One vessel, 29% 
knots, $648,700, to be completed in twenty-four months, and 
equipped with Curtis turbine engines; reversible, 63 inch, 
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Class 1—One vessel, 29% knots, to be completed in twenty- 
four months, $658,000. If standardization trial is over Dela- 
ware Breakwater, deduct $4,800. 

New York Shipbuilding Co.—Class 1—One vessel, 29% 
knots, to be completed in twenty-four months, $645,000. 
Olass 3—One vessel, same speed, to be equipped with Curtis 
turbines, $670,000. If vessels are tried over Delaware Break- 
water course deduct $5,000 from price. 

Maryland Steel Co.—Class 1—-29% knots, two vessels, 
twenty-four months, $685,000 each. Class 3—T'wo vessels, 
$742,000 each. 

Union Iron Works.—Class 1-—-29%4 knots, one _ vessel, 
twenty-four months, $721,000, or two at $704,000 each, first 
in 23, second in 24 months. Class 2—One vessel at $721,000, 
or two at $704,000 each, first in 23, second in 24 months; 
speed reducing gearing. 

The specifications provide that the trials must be held 
over the Rockland (Me.) course. The vessels are prac- 
tically of the same type as those for which bids were 
opened in September, 1908, and May, 1909. Like them, 
they will have 742 tons displacement. 


NAVAL EXPENDITURES OF THE POWERS. 

The British Admiralty’s annual White Paper is out, 
giving a comparison, up to date, of the naval expenditure 
of Great Britain, Germany, United States, France, 
Russia, Italy and Japan. In order to effect a comparison 
with the other naval Powers, the figures for Great 
Britain exclude the items for pensions (retired list), 
coast guard, reserves and steamship subsidies, leaving 
Great Britain’s net naval appropriation for 1910-11 at 
$203,018,500, of which $74,787,150 is for new construc- 
tion and armament, the new construction totaling 226,872 
tons; the year before the British net naval appropriation 
was $179,155,000, new construction $56,135,970, new 
tonnage 92,957. 

Germany, whose expenditure rose gradually from 
$47,500,000 in 1901 to $96,250,000 last year, is this year 
providing for just about half that of Great Britain, 
namely, $106,175,450, of which $56,964,280 is for new 
construction and armament. Last year under this head 
the figure was $50,885,310, and the tonnage constructed 
was 83,184, in comparison with 104,971 tons costing 
$38,977,450 in 1908-9. Italy’s expenditure has also been 
increasing yearly, but even now it is not very large, 
having grown from just short of $25,000,000 in 1901 to 
$32,500,000 last year, when $10,953,535 was set apart 
for the building and armament of new vessels. The 
estimates for this year are for a total of $36,748,830, of 
which $10,906,000 is for new ships. 

In 1901 the naval expenditure of France was about 
$66,250,000, and since then until 1909 it has been on an 
average about $62,500,000 yearly, but last year it rose 
to $66,769,125; this year the estimate is over seventy-five 
millions, with nearly twenty-five millions set apart for 
new construction and armament. The amount of new 
construction last year—96,308 tons—was more than twice 
as much as that in any of the past ten years. 

Russia’s naval expenditure has fluctuated considerably, 
the highest figure being $62,452,220 in 1906, and the 
latest estimates—$48,617,870—are little more than those 
of 1909. For new construction and armament $7,120,- 
065 has been voted. In 1906 the new construction was 
80,860 tons, and in 1901-2 it was over 52,000 tons, but 
last year the tonnage constructed was only 4,371, which 
makes a very poor comparison with the other naval 
Powers. 

The amounts given for the United States are not accu- 
rate, so we substitute official figures from the Navy Year 
Book (Pulsifer), showing a rise in our naval expendi- 
tures (Naval Appropriation bill and Deficiency bills) 
from $71,421,677 in 1901 to $139,216,545 in 1910, while 
the naval appropriation for 1911, exclusive of the defi- 
ciency items, is nearly $132,000,000. Since 1898 new 
construction authorized for the U.S. Navy has been as 
follows: 1898, 59,855 tons; 1899, 105,084; 1900, 100,036 ; 
1902, 63,150; 1903, 77,600; 1904, 81,420; 1905, 32,000; 
1906, 22,100: 1907, 21,400; 1908, 84.670; 1909, 52,000. 
It is interesting to note that the tonnage given above for 
1902 included provision for five first class battleships. 

After spending nearly $22,500,000 in 1901, Japan 
gradually reduced her expenditure to about $12,500,000 
in 1905, after which it rose again, amounting to $36,- 
250,000 last year, and the present estimates are for 
$37,951,810, with $13,461,300 for new vessels and guns. 
In 1909 $11,727,860 was expended under the latter head. 

The so-called race between Great Britain and Germany 
is pictured in the following table of appropriations for 
new construction and armament since 1901: 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


In a case where a dishonorably discharged enlisted 
man owes a debt to the post exchange the officers of the 
exchange are advised by the War Department to file a 
claim with the Auditor for the War Department. The 
act of filing a claim direct will avoid any possibility of 
a claim being overlooked. It appears from the statement 
of facts that there was sufficient money due from the 
Government to reimburse the United States and the post 
exchange when the soldier was discharged. This, it is 
stated, makes it possible for the Auditor for the War 
Department, upon settling the accounts of the soldier, 
to see that the post exchange is reimbursed. 

It is held by the War Department that when a soldier 
attempts to take advantage of the re-enlistment regula- 
tions and is unable to comply with its terms owing to 
no fault of his own the requirements of the regulations 
may be waived. In discussing this point, the War De- 
partment says that in the case in question Sergeant 
Sibley, C.A.C., was discharged by expiration of term of 
service on Sept. 25, 1910. Early on the next day he 
applied for re-enlistment. The case is one in which the 
enlistment could only be accomplished by a waiver of 
certain details by the War Department. Although the 
matter was submitted by telegraph, and reasonable 
diligence was used by the recruiting office, the answer was 
not received at Presidio, San Francisco, until Sept. 27, 
having been unreasonably delayed in transmission. The 
War Department, in making its recommendation, quotes 
from another decision as expressing its policy. It says: 
“The foregoing is a regulation of a class to which the 
Secretary of War may grant exceptions as he may deter- 
mine proper. As the case here presented is an unusually 
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meritorious one, it is recommended that the continuance 
of Sergeant Henry’s warrant as a sergeant under prior 
enlistment be authorized by the Secretary of War.” 


TRIBUTE TO GEN. A. L. MYER. 

Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, U.S.A., who retires for 
age on Nov. 14, 1910, received substantial recognition 
of esteem from citizens of San Antonio, Tex., at a 
banquet given in his honor on Nov. 4 at the Menger 
Hotel. He was presented with a solid silver service of 
elegant design, the presentation speech being made by 
Mr. H. P. Drought, who extolled the virtues of General 
Myer as they had manifested themselves to his associates 
of San Antonio. “The gift,” says the San Antonio Express, 
“was accepted by the General in a speech full of heartfelt 
sentiment. It was an oacasion that will be memorable 
in the annals of the military and civil life of San An- 
tonio, a tribute to a man of excellent qualities, bestowed 
only as hospitable, friendly, appreciative San Antonio 
can bestow honors. The management of the Menger 
Hotel outdid itself. The dining: room was a bower of 
beauty. The military idea prevailed in the incidents of 
the setting.” 

The silver presented consists of seven pieces, artistically 
embossed and appropriately engraved; a tray, teapot, 
coffee-pot, kettle, sugar bowl, cream pitcher and spoon- 
holder. The citizens spared neither expense nor art in 
procuring the gift. 

The menu cards were enclosed in a vellum envelope 
bearing the inscription, “Great is war, but greater than 
all is eternal peace.” Untying the red, white and blue 
ribbon and removing the menu card. there was a scene 
in color, depicting the two phases of a soldier’s life— 
peace, represented by the homely cottage, and war, repre- 
sented by the camp. Within, on the first page, was a 
brief sketch of General Myer’s military career, showing 
his promotions from his enlistment in 1865 to brigadier 
general in 1907—a gallant soldier of the 11th U.S. In- 
fantry. Facing this page a three-quarter length photo- 
graph of General Myer appeared. The next page was 
devoted to the toast list, and the last to the menu. 

The band of the 3d U.S. Cavalry and an orchestra 
furnished the music. Congressman James L. Slayden 
presided as toastmaster, and gave a brief history of Fort 
Sam Houston and the Department of Texas. “General 
Myer,” said Mr. Slayden, “confesses to the retiring age. 
If he doesn’t look as young as a second lieutenant of 
Cavalry, I miss my guess.” The first toast, to “The 
President,” was drunk in silence. Major Gen. Jesse M. 
Tee, U.S.A., responded to the toast of “The Army.” 
His remarks were full of good humor and rich in senti- 
ment. The history of the Army, he declared, is largely 
the history of the country—it is interwoven with every 
phase of the National Government. San Antonio, de- 
clared the General, is regarded as one of the mothers-in- 
law of the Army, “and a good one, too.” If called upon 
to name a state where the soldier, from the general to 
the private, is accorded a cordial reception, he said, he 
would name Texas. At the conclusion of General Lee’s 
toast he proposed a drink to the great state of Texas. 
General Lee was urged to tell his famous rattlesnake 
story. This he did, much to the amusement of his 
auditors. 

A toast to Porfirio Diaz, President of the Republic of 
Mexico, was drunk standing. To this toast F. A. Chapa 
responded. Capt. Conrado Benitez, of the Zapadores 
Band, responded in the Spanish language to the toast to 
President Diaz. 

Mr. Drought then presented the service to General 
Myer, and in the course of his remarks said that General 
Myer has done everything for the city that a commander 
could do, and has contributed largely to San Antonio’s 
prosperity and attractiveness. As Mr. Drought expressed 
the wish that the doves of peace would hover over the 
guest of honor throughout his life two pure white pigeons, 
with red, white and blue ribbons around their necks, were 
let loose. The toast to General Myer was drunk standing. 
There were calls for “Myer, Myer,” and cheers. 

General Myer arose, visibly affected. “I don’t see how 
I can find words to express my appreciation of this 
occasion,” he said. “It overwhelms me with gratitude. 
I feel a strength in your friendship that I am not able 
to express. I came among you in the early days. The 
second time I came to San Antonio I was given the choice 
cf two or three departments. Having served here before 
I became enamored of the country. Naturally a rider, 
and one whe loved to explore and one who saw much in 
Texas, I learned to love your state and your people. It 
is beyond me te express my gratitude for this splendid 
appreciation. I had no idea that I had brought about 
so much good-will as this gift evinces. I had no thought 
of doing anvthing but evidencing good fellowship to the 
citizens of San Antonio and carrying out the duties of 
my command honorably. If I had the eloquence of the 
angels I could not express the fullness of my heart on 
this occasion.” 

At the conclusion of General Myer’s response the band 
struck up “For He Is a Jolly Good Fellow” and the 
banquet hall rang with the melody of a hundred voices. 
A flashlight was taken of the scene. General Myer and 
the guests at his table standing. Remarks appropriate 
to the occasion, in which tributes were paid to General 
Myer, were made by Representative Otto Wahrmund, 
Judge Edward Dwyer, Dr. Frederick J. Combe and 
others. Among the list of invited and subscribing guests 
were President Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, Secretary of 
War Dickinson, Assistant Secretary of War Oliver, 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Governor T. M. Campbell, 
Gen. Porfirio Diaz, President of Mexico; Gens. Jesse M. 
Lee, J. G. C. Lee and John Bullis, Cols. J. H. Dorst, 
Alfred Reynolds and Lotus Niles, Lieut. Marlborough 
Churchill, Lieut. Samuel T. Mackall, Col. J. L. Clem, 
Col. W. C. Buttler, Capt. O. W. Budd, Col. C. C. 
Stevens, Capt. J. O. Mackey, Col. G. C. Starr, Lieut. 
Col. C. H. Clark, Col. J. G. Girard and Major L. P.

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An interesting feature on the program of the United 
Hunts Racing Association on the course near Belmont 
Park, Long Island, N.Y., was the race in which the 
starters were owned and ridden by officers of the U.S. 
Army. Lieut. Charles K. Rockwell, Corps of Engrs., 
won the military race, riding Matabon, the son of old 
Lamplighter, that won a similar race at Saratoga last 
summer. Six started in this dash of a mile and a half 
on the flat for the San Juan Army Officers’ Plate. The 
winner was an odds-on favorite on the strength of his 
Saratoga performance, but until the head of the home 
stretch was reached he appeared to be hopelessly beaten 
by the trim little black filly May Lee, owned by Lieut, 
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Walter J. Scott, 10th U.S. Cay. She literally ran away 
from her field in the first half mile and_was leading by 
twenty lengths, when her rider, Lieut. Henry R. Adair, 
10th U.S. Cav., missed the course at the last turn and 
lost all his advantage. The delicate looking filly was 
pumped out when Matabon collared her, one hundred 
yards from home, and he won by four lengths, running 
away from her as they crossed the finish line. Many 
expressions of regret were heard that the event had not 
been open to the foreign cavalrymen, who were present 
with Gen. IF. D. Grant, U.S.A., as guests of the United 
Hunts. The French visitors were Baron de _Meslon, 
Lieutenant Mallamé and Lieutenant Jolibois, while those 
representing Holland were Lieutenants Coblyn, Mathon 
and von Gellicum. In another notable group of visitors 
from England were the Hon. Neil Primrose and Baron 
James A. Rothschild.

FORT LEAVENWORTH HORSE SHOW. 


The chief feature of the Fort Leavenworth Field Club 
Horse Show. held in the Army Service Schools Riding 
Hall on Saturday afternoon, Nov. 5, was the presentation 
of a token from the women of the riding class to Capt. 
Henry R. Richmond, 10th U.S. Cav., their instructor, by 
Dr. G. E. Griffen. The token was a huge blue ribbon, to 
which was attached the visiting cards of the members 
of the class. Also the class presented Captain Richmond 
with two English hunting scenes. The horse show itself 
was a success. The program was carried out with the 
precision and promptness for which the Army is noted. _ 

Three new features were added to the program this 
year. One that attracted not a little attention was the 
ladies’ parade, which was the first number. Of the other 
two one was the umbrella race. Five contestants were 
entered. ‘They were required to ride the length of the 
hall, dismount, then hand a needle to a lady waiting at 
that place. The lady threaded the needle and handed it 
to the rider. ‘Then she handed him a large shirtlike 
garment, which he was required to put on and button;

The last event, the revival of the ancient tournament, 
was effective, in that none of the audience knew the 
contestants. Their names were not announcd after the 
event was finished.

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BULLETIN OF MILITIA NOTES, W.D. 

The new model, No, 15, Maxim silencer, is not a 
standard article of issue to the Regular Army, and there- 
fore cannot be issued for the use of the Organized Militia, 

There is no provision of law which requires that 
medical services be given to the families of officers or 
enlisted men on duty with the Organized Militia, and 
no authority for the purchase of drugs for encampment 
purposes. As it is the custom at Army posts to provide 
medical attendance tor the tamilies ot enlisted men, it 
would be a matter of satisfaction to the Vepartment if 
the tamities of enlisted men of the Army on duty with the 
states were to receive trom the medical otticers of the 
state service the same medical attendance which they 
have at Army posts. 

Shoes may not only be obtained on requisition, but it 
is considered very essential that states should take steps 
to supply enlisted men of the Organized Militia with 
uniform shoes. . 

Recent investigation demonstrates that, with but few 
exceptions, the N.G. organizations are, at the very best, 
unprepared to care for sick and wounded beyond the regi- 
mental aid stations, and have made no provision for this 
most important sanitary service back of the regimental 
lines. lt is desired to impress upon them the importance 
of this sanitary service, and the fact that, like other 
organized branches, it is one of the essential auxiliary 
means for the support of combatant troops in field serv- 
ice, and that it is desirable that steps should be taken 
in all states and territories to make provision for ambu- 
lance companies and field hospitals, according to the 
organization prescribed in Field Service Regulations, 
1910. Aside from their importance from a military point 
of view, the possession of such trained, organized, mobile, 
sanitary units, capable of despatch in a few hours to 
scenes of civil disaster, such as fires, floods, earthquakes, 
cyclones, ete., is a most valuable asset for a common- 
wealth to possess, and a potent source of popularity and 
encouragement for the existence of a National Guard. 

The expenses of subsistence for a member of the Or- 
ganized Militia in a camp hospital terminated with the 
period of service of his organization in joint camp of 
instruction. All expenses incurred during the time not 
covered by the maneuvers and the time involved in going 
to home stations should be met by the state. 


SOCIETY OF AMERICAN OFFICERS. 


This order, formed less than a year and a half ago, 
and incorporated as recently as March 4, 1910, held its 
annual election of officers on Saturday, Nov. 5, with the 
following result: President, Major Gen. Harry G. Cilley, 
Adj. Gen., Concord, N.H.; vice president, Brig. Gen. 
Roger D. Williams, N.G. Ky., Lexington, Ky.; secretary, 
Bvt. Major William H. Palmer, Capt. Ord, Dept., N.G. 
N.Y., 141 Broadway, New York city; assistant secretary, 
ex-Major J. Philip Benkard, 12th N.G.N.Y.; treasurer, 
Major Oliver B. Bridgman, Squadron A, N.G.N.Y.; as- 
sistant treasurer, Capt. Louis W. Stotesbury, A.D.C., 
Albany, and 7th N.G.N.Y., 141 Broadway, New York 
city; guardian of the rolls, ex-Lieut. Walter G. Eliot, 
1 West Fifty-fourth street, New York city. Under the 
constitution of the order the officers of the preceding year 
are ineligible for re-election to the same offices, no matter 
how successful their administration may have been. 

In the drawing together of the Regulars and Organized 
Militia, both on land and sea, which is being brought 
about so rapidly, this society is already beginning to 
exercise a notable influence. It is founded on lines much 
like those of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, 
every officer having won his shoulder straps. Unlike 
that society, however, it admits no honorary or hereditary 
members. It is intensely national and democratic. It 
is not merely a patriotic society. It is a military-naval 
league of sincere and thinking men, both active and re- 
tired, of all Services, Regular, Volunteer and Militia, who 
have given or are giving their life and time to the service 
of their Federal or state governments. The quiet in- 
fluence of such a band in educating public sentiment in 
favor of military defense is important. The quiet growth 
of this society of American officers without solicitation 
during its brief existence augurs well for its permanence 











and efficiency, It has no dues or assessments, and the 
one $15 initiation fee makes each membership perpetual, 
so that no member can ever drop out. A candidate for 
membership needs but to send his name to the secretary, 
and, if found to be in active service or never dishonorably 
discharged or convicted of a felony, he is admitted on 
payment of the entrance fee. The membership thus far 
is largely drawn from the higher officers throughout the 
country. The fee seems to delay the application of the 
younger officers. 

The organization of state branches has already begun. 
The first charter therefor has just been issued for the 
state of New Hampshire to the following officers: Major 
Gen. Harry B. Cilley, Adj. Gen.; Brig. Gen. George M. 
Kimball, Surg. Gen.; Col, Arthur J. Pierce, aide-de- 
camp; Col. Keginald C. Stevenson, aide-de-camp; Col. 
George B. Leighton, aide-de-camp. Other branches are 
in process of formation in Rhode Island, Kentucky, 
Washington and elsewhere, and its members are in all 
parts of the country. 

One of its most valuable features is the keeping of the 
records of all‘ National Guard officers, thus ‘supplementing 
the work so well done in Heitman’s Register for the 
Regular Establishment. In times of war great numbers 
of such officers become commanders in the Volunteer 
Army. Their records and their history are well worthy of 
preservation and should be cared for. 

The handsome gold emblem of the order is sent to 
every qualified member. ‘The officers find it no easy 
matter to secure the names and addresses of ex-officers 
of the National Guard and the Volunteers for their 
records, and welcome all such information, 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The first battle division of the first cruiser squadron 
of the British home fleet will welcome the First Division 
of the American Fleet, which is due to arrive in Portland 
Harbor on Nov. 16.

The Culgoa will remain at New York until Dec. 1, when 
she will sail for English Channel ports with supplies for 
the fleet. The Panther will remain at New York until 
early in January, when she will sail for Guantanamo to 
rejoin the fleet. The Solace will remain at New York 
under repairs until about Nov. 25, when she will prob- 
ably proceed on a cruise to the West Indies and rejoin 
the fleet upon its arrival at Guantanamo. 

The torpedoboat destroyer Sterrett completed her 
builders’ test on Nov. 6 with a four-hour run from Rock- 
land, Me., to Boston, Mass. She was required to make 
29% knots with the screws averaging 597 revolutions a 
Minute, but actually made from 30.4 to 30.5 knots, thus 
exceeding the contract speed, while the economy tests 
were considered highly satisfactory.

The double turreted monitor Puritan is to be used in 
testing the resisting power of armor plate when it comes 
in direct contact with high explosives. The test will be 
made in Norfolk Harbor ‘Tuesday, Nov. 15. The Puritan 
now at the Norfolk Navy Yard, will be towed to Craney 
Island, and explosives will be placed along her water 
line.

A board of Navy officers is to be appointed to conduct 
experiments looking to the saving of life by means of 
stored oxygen in cases of accidentally submerged sub- 
marines, Naval officers will aid in the experiments by 
themselves going down in the submarines to determine 
how long these vessels can remain submerged without 
serious danger to the crews. The board will make a 
study of the oxygen helmets similar to those used in mine 
rescue work, which may be used by those endeavoring to 
escape from submerged submarines and coming to the 
surface. 

Recently there has been placed in the office of the 
Paymaster General of the Navy a magic box called the 
dictograph. All that Paymaster General Cowie has to 
do to make the little box talk is to touch one of the 
seven or eight ivory knobs. Then, as if the Paymaster 
General were a ventriloquist, a voice will issue from the 
little box. He does not have to place his mouth close to 
the box to make himself heard at the other end of the 
telephone wire, and anyone on the Navy Department 
telephone exchange can be heard through this magical 
box in any part of the Paymaster General’s office. More 
than this, the Paymaster General can connect himself 
with four or five offices at the same time and hold a 
conference with the other bureau chiefs through the 
dictograph. The little instrument has proved to be such 
a great convenience that one will shortly be placed in 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy. 

At the end of this year the dredgers of the Hawaiian 
Dredging Company will be withdrawn from the drydock 
site at Pearl Harbor, and the millions of feet of lumber 
which have been sized, bolted and prepared as sections 
of the false crib work will be lowered into the finished 
or inner end of the dock and the water pumped out, 
leaving the crib work, which will resemble egg carrying 
crates, exposed, and into these squares the concrete will 
be dumped. Arrangements have — made for the supply 
of vast quantities of material daily. 

William R. Sellers, ordinary seaman, and Harry E. 
Smalley, hospital apprentice, first class, U.S.N., serving 
on the old cruiser Philadelphia at the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard, were issued letters of commendation by Rear 
Admiral Nicholson, Acting Secretary of the Navy, on 
Nov. 8, for gallantry in jumping overboard from their 
ship and rescuing T. H. Becker, machinist’s mate, first 
class. Becker, while sick, either fell out or jumped out 
of the port of the sick bay. He was already under water 
when Sellers and Smalley plunged out of the midship 
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sponson. They came up without him, and both dived 
again, brought him to the surface and, with difficulty, 
managed to get him aboard. 


With Vice Admiral Sir Percy Scott in the chair, Rear 
Admiral Borresen, Chief of Staff of the Norwegian Navy, 
recently discussed before the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution of England “A New Tactical System,” and main- 
tained that even in our day of twenty-knot battleships 
the risk may safely be taken of tactically dividing one’s 
forces, and hence he proposed the tactics of support 
divisions. When two divisions are tied together, so that 
one division can follow automatically, that is to say, 
without signals or special orders, the movements of the 
order, the danger of division is minimized. He deemed 
it wise to study tactics at the shortest distances at which 
a battle is likely to be fought: the tactics of the greater 
distances will follow of themselves. e Norwegian 
Admiral drew a sharp line between the tactics of approach 
and those of actual battle, a distinction too often ignored 
or misunderstood. The difficulty of fighting in a long 
single line has become very great. Each division, in the 
support system, should ke formed on a line perpendicular 
to the direction of the enemy; that is, line ahead when 
abreast of the enemy, line abreast when ahead or astern, 
and line of bearing when on the bow or quarter.

In 1795, when Lord George Murray introduced his 
semaphore system, the Admiralty, seeing the advantages 
of such a system, caused semaphore stations to be estab- 
lished on all the highest points from London to Dover, 
Deal and Portsmouth. So effectual was the system that 
a message could be, in favorable circumstances, trans- 
mitted from London to Deal, Dover or Portsmouth and a 
reply received back in London in seven and a half 
minutes. The operation was performed by three men in 
each station, two of whom were on the lookout, while 
the third was employed in working the six shutters which 
were placed over the building in two vertical frames in 
such a way that sixty-three distinct signals could be 
formed.

Specifications for the new revenue cutters authorized at 
the last session of Congress have been sent to the printer. 
Bids will be advertised for shortly. While the general lines 
of other cutters are followed there are a number of improve- 
ments provided for in the plans. The limit of cost for each 
vessel is $250,000. 

The derelict Enterprise was on fire on Nov. 5, when it was 
picked up by the revenue cutter Yamacraw in the Gulf of 
Mexico, latitude 26-52; longitude 89-38. After extinguishing 
the fire on board the Enterprise the Yamacraw towed her to 
South Pass, Miss., and turned her over to the revenue cutter 
Windom on Nov. 8. 

It is part of the routine work of the revenue cutters to 
render aid to vessels in distress, but it is not often that a 
cutter is called upon to act as a city fire department, as did 
the Forward at Key West recently.

The trainingship Intrepid is 
at Mare Island for her annual repairs, as is also the gasoline 
launch Castro, from the Yerba Buena Training Station. They 
will remain at Mare Island for about three weeks.

J. D. Manley, of the Texas National Guard, who 
fatally bayoneted Louis Richenstein, a spectator, at the time 
of President Taft’s visit to Dallas last year, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment in the penitentiary in the criminal court 
on Nov. 4. Manley pleaded that the killing was accidental. 
As the jury filed out he shook their hands and thanked them 
for the life sentence. As. a protest against Manley’s convic- 
tion Major E. H. Roach, of the 3d Regiment; Capt. H. W.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Arrangements have been made in the Massachusetts Militia 
for supplying proper marching shoes to the enlisted men. 
As this matter is such an important one, and goes so far to 
make up the efficiency of a command for field service, we give 
below the rules and regulations regarding the issue, sale, care 
and purchase of shoes which will be of interest to other states 
who have not made arrangements for the issue of shoes. 

Adjutant General Bridgham says: 

‘*Shoes have been issued in the same manner as all govern- 
ment property to organizations and company commanders, 
who will be held accountable and responsible for same. 

‘*For the purpose of accountability of shoes without action 
of a board of survey, the value at the end of one year from 
the date of issue will be deemed to be two-thirds of their 
original price ($3), which includes freight and packing 
charges; at the end of two years from said date, one-third of 
their original price, and at the end of three years from said 
date they may be deemed expended and be dropped from the 
return of the accountable officer on his filing certificate’ to 
this effect. 

‘*Organization and company commanders are authorized to 
sell to men whose enlistment expire before the end of the 
three years from date of issue of shoes to them, the shoes 
that have been issued on the basis of two-thirds value after 
use of one year, and one-third value after two years’ use, 
the shoes to become the property of the man at the expiration 
of his three years’ service. 

**Shoes will not be taken from the armory except by per- 
mission of organization or company commanders. 

‘*For the purpose of keeping shoes in good condition, and 
well broken-in, they will be worn on all occasions of drill 
when such drill is performed in Service uniform. 

**Care should be used in keeping the shoes in good condi- 
tion and thoroughly cleaned, the leather being kept soft and 
pliable at all times. It is recommended that commanders 
stamp each man’s number on the inside of each pair of shoes 
before issuing same. 

**Shoes will be issued each year upon requisition of com- 
pany commanders who will require for same simultaneously 
upon May 1 of each year. The Quartermaster General, upon 
arrival of each shipment, will cause each pair of shoes to be 
plainly marked showing year of issue.’’

Nearly all the members of an Infantry 
company now stationed at Golden, the seat of the State School 
of Mines, are students in the engineering department, and 
these men will be transferred to the new company, as will 
the resident officer in that town, who had thirteen years’ serv- 
ice in the British army, part of which was in the Engi- 
neer Corps.

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11TH CAVALRY AT FORT OGLETHORPE. 


Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., Nov. 4, 1910. 

The 11th Cavalry, Col. James Parker, commanding, has 
just returned from its annual twenty-one days’ march. On 
Sept. 24, just prior to its march, the regiment had a field 
day at Chattanooga, in the fair grounds, where the hurdle 
jumping, mounted wrestling, fencing, tugs-of-war, and other 
feats attracted a large crowd and were received with enthusi- 
astic applause.
